Wheeling," Walter Stryszyk, a member 
of the village boautlflcaUon committee 
and the environmental commission, told 
the board Monday night. 


Kickback trial 
delayed; judge 
already busy 


The zoning kickback trial of Ira Colltz, 


former county zoning board member,, 
and county employe Nicholas Phillips, 
scheduled to begin Sept. 23, has been 
postponed. 


The trial Is being delayed because U.S. 


District Court Judge Prentice Marshall 
Is presiding over a trial that t&y not be 
completed by Sept. 23, Assistant U.S. 
Atty. Steven Kadlson sold Tuesday. 


Colltz and Phillips were indicted Jan. 


31 along with four present or former 
Wheeling officials and charged with ex- 
tortion In connection with an alleged cash 
payoff by Wlckes Inc. to obtain village 
zoning approval. 


Colltz, 38, of Chicago, is a former 


Democratic stale representative from 
Chicago's I2th district and vice president 
of the 42nd Ward Regular Democratic 
Organization. 


Phillips, 39, of 410 W. Marion St., Pros- 


pect Heights, is a zoning land planner for 
the county zoning board of appeals. He 
also is a cousin of James Stavros, former 
Wheeling Township Democratic com- 
mlttecman, who Is serving a four-year 
prison term in connection with shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. 


The PblUlps-CoUtz cose has been post- 


poned several times since it was first set 
for trial May 6. The postponements have 
been tho result primarily of an over- 
loaded docket, Marshall's law clerk said 
Tuesday. 


At tho intersection of 111. Rtc. 83 and 


Hlntz Road, Stryszyk said, he counted 
signs advertising nine developments. The 
signs are not only an eyesore, he said but 
also block motorists' visibility. 


"I firmly object to this practice, espe- 


cially when some signs are hanging so 
low as to be a dnager to pedestrians and 
drivers alike," he said. 


STRYSZYK ASKED the board to prohi- 


bit the erection of signs and to inform 
builders to remove the signs. 


Trustee Donald Jackson said he does 


not know whether the village has an ordi- 
nance regulating signs, but said he fa- 
vors looking into the matter. He said, 
however, the village probably cannot do 
anything about the signs at the inter- 
section of 111. Rte. 83 and Hlntz because 
the comer is not within the village corpo- 
rate limits. 


Village Atty. Paul Hamer said the vil- 


lage has no authority to regulate signs 
along state roads, but might get coopera- 
tion If it requests that the builders re- 
move the signs. 


At least once, according to Stryszyk, 


the village board has taken action to 
regulate the posting of signs, but it has 
not continued to force builders'to com- 
ply.

Trustees unanimous in decision 
Village won't take bids for road work 


The Wheeling Village Board 
has 


waived competitive bidding for construc- 
tion of a road that will provide tempora- 
ry access to Meadowbrook West while 
the Jeffery Avenue bridge is being re- 
placed. 


The board waived the bidding Monday 


night at the suggestion of Trustee Wil- 
liam Hein, chairman of the sewer, water 
and public health committee. The vote 
was 6-0. 


Before its decision to waive bidding, 


the board rejected bids on another pro- 
posed access road to Meadowbrook West. 
Hein suggested that action because 
the lowest bid was for $94,000, far in ex- 
cess of what the village wants to spend. 


The cost of the road through the area 


chosen by the village board Monday 
night, will be about $10,000, Hein said. 


The road, which will be about 600 feet 
long, will extend south from Nancy Lane 
and bo connected. with Carpenter Ave- 
nue. 


THE ROAD WILL provide access to 


Meadowbrook West while work Is being 
done on Jeffery Avenue. At present, the 
Jeffery Avenue bridge is the only way 
out of the subdivision. 


Village Mgr. George' Passolt said the; 


village will be granted a temporary ease- 
ment until the bridge work is finished. 
The easement will then be vacated, he 
said.

work, the board authorized village em- 
ployes to negotiate with Rock Road Con- 
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Incorporation foes to get 
chance to tell objections 


Villages and individuals who oppose 


the incorporation of the City of Prospect 
Heights will have a chance to spell out 
their objections, a Circuit Court judge 
ruled Tuesday. 


However, the judge also ruled that 


the incorporation-sponsoring 
Prospect 


Heights Improvement Assn. will be able 
to change its incorporation petition to ex- 
clude streets that the objecting villages 
prove are within their municipal service 
areas. 


Judge Harry Comerford made his rul- 


ings after hearing arguments from PHIA 
attorney Donald Kreger, who said the 
villages waived their rights to spell out 
objections when they allowed Kreger to 
begin his case in favor of holding an In- 
corporation referendum. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Hamer 


and Arlington Heights Atty. Jack Siegel 
argued that other motions already on file 
in the case indicated the villages would 
be able to object not only to specific 
areas included within the proposed 
boundaries but also to the entire concept 
of a referendum to incorporate the dty. 


TUESDAY'S COURT session included 


brief testimony from PHIA President 
Jack Gilligan. He said he found only one 
name on the incorporation petition which 
he could not verify as a registered voter, 
using county records. Gilligan was on the 
witness stand when the case was contin- 
ued last May. 


The judge reserved a ruling on wheth- 


er to admit into evidence a map pre- 
pared by the U.S. Census Bureau which 
indicated the population of the proposed. 
dty Is more than 10,600. Comerford said

HUD appeals ruling ordering 
public housing desegregation

Attorneys for the U.S. Dept. of Housing 


and Urban Development have asked the 
U.S. Court of Appeals to reconsider e rul- 
ing that could force suburbs to build pub- 
lic housing for the poor. 


The ruling, made late last month, or- 


ders HUD and the Chicago Housing Au- 
thority to desegregate public housing 
throughout a seven-county area around 
Chicago. The ruling suggests if suburbs 
do not voluntarily cooperate with the or- 


der, they could be forced to do so. 


The ruling came when the American 


Civil Liberties Union representing a 
group of indigent Chicago blacks ap- 
pealed a 1973 U.S. District Court decision 
made by.Judge Richard Austin. Austin 
ordered HUD to make its "best efforts" 
to cooperate with CHA in increasing the 
number of public housing units within 
Chicago, but refused to drag in the sub- 
urbs. 


CHA IS NOT PART of the petition for 


Walker vetoes bill promising 
pension to convicted officials 


by BOB LAHEY 


With considerable fanfare, Gov. Daniel 


Walker Monday vetoed a legislative bill 
that would have guaranteed earned pen- 
sion rights to public officials who have 
been convicted of felonies. 


In vetoing the measure, however, the 


governor also threw out the portion of 
the bill which would prevent "double-dip- 
ping" in pension funds. Double-dipping Is 
the term applied to persons who hold 
more than one public Job, either elected 
or appointed. 


Rep. Leo LaFleur, R-Bloomlngdale, au- 


thor of the provision which Walker at- 
tacked in a press conference, said that 
the major measure in the bill would have 
prevented "double-dippers" from collec- 
ting more than one pension. 


HE ARGUED THAT Walker could 


have used the relatively new "amendato- 
ry veto" to overturn only that provision 
guaranteeing pension.benefits after con- 
viction of a felony, and retained the ban 
on double-dipping. 


LaFleur conceded that his amendment 


to protect pension rights even of con- 
victed felons was controversial, but he 
defended it on grounds of two provisions 
of the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


LaFleur said one provision of the con- 


stituion was designed to restore civil 
rights of convicts on completion of their 
sentences, and another specifies that 
participation in any governmental pen- 
sion system is in the nature of a contract, 
"the benefits of which shall not be dimin- 
ished or impaired." 


LaFleur did not indicate whether he 


would seek to override the governor's 
veto on the pension bill, but he pointed 
out that both his amendment and the en- 
tire bill were passed with only a handful 
of opposing votes in each house of the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


The 2nd District legislator denied 


Walker's contention that the amendment 
had been spirited through the legislature, 
as Walker said, without legislators being 
aware of its provisions. He pointed out 
that he explained the provisions of the 
bill on the floor of the House, in response 
to a question by State Rep. Robert S. 
Juckett, R-Park Ridge.

most of them will decide in HUD's favor. 


THE SECOND BASIS for the petition, 


he said, is that the decision conflicts with 
a U.S. Supreme Court decision that 
school children could not be bused across 
city lines to achieve Integration. He said 
there is no evidence the suburbs must be 
part of a desegregation plan resulting 
from a violation made only by Chicago.

newsmen he was authorized by Ford to 
say the matter was under study, declin- 
ing to say what prompted it, when it was 
begun or who was conducting it. But he 
cautioned against drawing any con- 
clusions over how the study might turn 
out. 


Hushen also said Ford still thinks the 


Nixon decision was right "and that he 
will be proven right in the long run." 


At-the same time, presidential counsel 


Philip Buchen flatly denied reports that 
Ford had secretly agreed to pardon Nix- 
on before Nixon resigned. 


Asked whether the Nixon pardon and 


possible Watergate followups might lead 
Ford to favor a "more liberalized" am- 
nesty for war resisters, Hushen said: "I 
suggest you not speculate along those 
lines." He said he expected Ford to 
make public by the end of the month his 
conditional amnesty program for draft 
resisters and deserters. 


But the main focus Tuesday was on the 


prospect of presidential pardons for all 
the other Watergate defendants, with the 
reaction in Congress strongly negative. 


Democrats 
almost universally de- 


nounced the idea as "a mockery of equal 
justice" and "the cover-up of cover-ups," 
while Republicans dissented in softer 
terms. But none'at first spoke in favor of 
the idea. 


The only positive reaction to the Nixon 


pardon came Tuesday from attorneys for 
the six former Nixon aides scheduled to 
.go on trial Sept. 30 on criminal cover-up 
charges. They indicated they'd use it as 
ammunition to clear their clients. 


Meantime, the White House said that 


at the time of the Nixon pardon, Water- 
gate prosecutors 
were 
investigating 


"some direct connection" of Nixon to 
nearly a dozen areas of possible criminal 
activity. 


Buchen, with concurrence of Special 


Prosecutor Leon Jaworski, released a 
Sept. 3 memo sketching the areas, with 
the memo stressing that not enough evi- 
dence was in hand to prove "even a 
probable criminal violation by Mr. Nix- 
on."

LONDON (UPI) -Amnesty Inter- 


national said Tuesday the Chilean mili- 
tary junta has summarily executed thou- 
sands of civilians since taking power a 
year ago and there are few signs of a let 
up. 


"The death toll of victims Is unprece- 


dented in recent Latin American history 
and there is little indication that the situ- 
atlon is improving or that a return to 
normality is intended," the organization 
said. 


The special, 79-page report said any- 


where between an estimated 5,000 to 
30,000 persons are believed to have been 
killed in Chile since the Sept. 11, 1973, 
coup that toppled the'Marxist govern- 
ment of'Salvador Allende. The report 
said between 6,000 and 10,000 prisoners 
are still being held without trial., 


"Though official executions are no 


longer announced, disappearances con- 
tinue," the report said.

prices. 


Department officials said the relaxed 


grading standards, combined with other 
proposed changes in the federal meat- 
grading system, would help cut the cost 
of producing beef by reducing the need 
for costly grain feeding of cattle. 


John C. Pierce, head of a livestock di- 


vision which operates the meat grading 
service, told a news conference that the . 
proposed new system would assure more 
uniformity in the quality of beef under 
each of the grades normally used for 
fresh consumer cuts — Prime, Choice 
and Good. But he declined to guarantee 
lower prices. 


"The net effect — increased production 


at less cost and less waste fat — could be 
reflected in lower prices at the retail lev- 
el," he said. 


Prime is the highest grade, followed by 


Choice and then Good. 


Pressure for such a change in the 


grading system grew recently when the 
summer drought sharply reduced the 
corn crop and increased pressure for 
feed grains used to fatten top quality 
beef. Officials predict that fanners now 
will shift to marketing grass-fed cattle, 
which have less fat. 


The grading proposal, which will be 


open to consumer and industry review 
for 90 days, would: 


— Allow some cattle now classed as 


Good grade because they lack sufficient, 
"marbling" fat to be upgraded to Choice 
and some cattle now classed as Choice 
could be upgraded to Prime. 


— Increase the amount of marbling fat 


required for some young cattle in the 
Good grade, making it a basically new 
grade with a much narrower quality 
range and a higher minimum quality cut- 
off.

Science: 
Aerosol gases seen as 
menace to earth shield 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. (UPI) -A Cal- 


ifornia chemist warned Tuesday that the 
gases used in aerosol spray cans and as 
refrigerants pose a serious long-term 
threat to a vital part of Earth's atmos- 
pheric radiation shield. 


Dr. F. S. Rowland, professor of chem- 


istry at the University of California at 
Irvine, predicted the eventual result will 
be that more ultraviolet radiation will 
reach the ground, increasing the in- 
cidence of skin cancer. He said the max- 
imum effect could come in 50 to 80 years. 


Rowland told a meeting of the Ameri- 


can Chemical Society that the problem 
concerns the gases known as fluor- 
ocarbons and sold in the United States 
under various trade names. The first and 
most widely used brand is Freon. 


More than 831,000,000 pounds of the 


gases were produced in the United States 
last year and Rowland said most of It 
eventually escaped into the atmosphere, 
primarily as propellants in such aerosol 
products as hair sprays and deoderants. 


The gases are harmless to man but 


Rowland raid that so many of the mole- 
cules are accumulating in the atmos- 
phere that they will rise to the stratos- 
phere where sunlight will break them 
down Into fragments. He said one of the 
products will be chlorine atoms. 


Rowland said his studies show that the 


chlorine will react with the layer of 
ozone in the upper atmosphere that 
screens out much of the ultraviolet radi- 
ation coming toward Earth from the sun. 


Jupiter: more like a sun?

WASHINGTON (UPD - The planet 


Jupiter apparently is a surprisingly hot, 
spinning ball of liquid hydrogen that In 
some respects resembles the sun, a panel 
of scientists reported Tuesday. 


And the great red spot that has mysti- 


fied astronomers gazing at Jupiter's col- 
orful clouds for more than a century 
seems to be a 25,000-mile-wido hurricane. 


These findings are part of a new pic- 


ture of Jupiter that Is emerging from 
nine months of analysis of the measure- 
ments and photographs radioed back 
from the Pioneer 10 spacecraft that 
passed within 81,000 miles of Jupiter last 
December. 


Project scientist John H. Wolfe said 


one of the most startling discoveries was 
that Jupiter, like the sun, is generating 
high energy radiation. And like the sun, 
Jupiter is mostly made up of hydrogen 
and it is hot. 


"In many ways it is a planet and in 


many ways it is a small sun," Wolfe said 
at a space agency news conference. 


Dr. Andrew Ingersoll, a meteorologist 


from the California Institute of Tech- 
nology, said the great red spot appears 
to be a massive, swirling updraft of at- 
mosphere resembling a terrestrial hurri- 
cane. He said it apparently is held in one 
general area in Jupiter's southern hemi- 
sphere by opposing flows of gases. What 
makes it red is a mystery.

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County survey figures 
Area high school dropout rate:

The three Northwest suburban high 


school district* have dropout rates rang* 
ins from less than 2.5 per cent to slightly 
less than 3.5 per cent, according to fig- 
ures from Cook County School, Supt. 
Richard Martwick's office. 


The survey, drawn from dropout re- 


ports filed quarterly by each county high 
school district during the last school 
year, shows a dropout rate of 2.31 per 
cent for High School Dlst. 211 In Palatine 
and Schaumburg townships, 2.34 per cent 
fnr High School Dlst. 214 in Wheeling and 
Elk Grove townships, and 3.45 per cent 
for .Maine Township High School 207. 
Dht. 207 had about 11,500 students last 
year. Dist. 211 had about 0.400 and Dlst. 
214 hod nearly 10.000. 


THE DROPOUT percentages for the 


three-districts may not be completely 
comparable, however, because of differ- 
ences In the way districts report students 
who drop out of school and transfer to 
various night school programs. 


In Dlst. 214, for example, students who 


transfer to the district's Young Adult 
program, an evening school that allows 
students to work during the day, are 
not counted as dropouts. 


However, students in Dlst. 207- and 


Dl.it. 211 who drop out and then go to 
evening school In those districts are 
counted as dropouls, according to district 
officials. 


In the reports sent to the county, 


school officials must list why a student 
dropped out. In Dlst. 211 and Dist. 214,

tht reason most frequently listed is "ex- 
cessive absence," while in Dist. 207 the 
most frequent reason is to allow the stu- 
dent to go to work. 


MERLIN SCHULTZ, director of pupil 


personnel services for Dlst. 207, said the 
reasons given for students leaving school 
m a y not be completely accurate. 
"Martwidc gives us categories of reasons 
kids drop out," he said. "I'm sure if our 
counselors have a choice between putting 
down a negative reason like 'excessive 


absence' or a positive reason like going 
to work they'll chose the positive reason. 
The problem Is that we try to categorize 
and put kids in slots." 


Officials In the districts also said that 


when students leave school they 
frequently come bade. Robert Haskell, 
principal of Elk Grove High School, said, 
"We've had four or five' kids who 
dropped out who came back this year. 
When we do that, we try to sit down with 
the kid and talk to him to see what hap- 
pened the last time and to suggest al- 
ternatives." 


Other differences in the reasons listed 


by school officials for dropouts are 
' apparent in the figures. Dist. 214 lists 22 
student dropouts as "runaways," while 
Dlst. 211 lists only one student under that 
category and Dlst. 207 lists none. 


Dist. 211 lists 90 students and Dlst. 214 


lists 170 students under the category 
"other." Dist. 207 lists no students in the 
"other" category. 


Dist. 207's report lists 61 students as 


having withdrawn from school because 
of "court action." Schultz said that al- 
most all those students are from Mary- 
ville Academy in Des Flames, a home 
for children who are wards of the state. 
"We have a tremendous amount of court 
action because of Maryvllle," Schultz 
said. "All the students are placed there 
by court order and all of them are re- 
moved by court order." 


HEDY RATNER, director of research 


for Martwick's off ice,'admitted that the 
figures on dropouts may not be com- 
pletely accurate because students may 


return to school. However, she said stu- 
dents who leave school before 16 are not 
listed as dropouts, but rather are called 
truant 


Miss Ratner said this is the first year 


Martwick's office has compiled dropout 
statistics. The figures, which show that 
suburban high schools have an average 
dropout rate of 3.36 per cent, will be used 
"to provide a base for encouraging al- 
ternative education programs," she said.

tlon," and that, she said, "is not a-tactful 
subject." 


THE LEADERSHIP center is not de- 


signed, however, to criticize local offi- 
cials. "We have good leaders," she said, 
"but I feel strongly that the more we can 
inform the public the better government 
we'll have.

"If you owned a townhouse and needed 


It. you could use it to store your boat or 
additional luggage or whatever you'd 
store in your basement," he said. 


Balling said the plans usually include 


provisions for a live-In maintenance-se- 
curity person. 


Although no developers have ap- 


proached the village board for per- 
mission to bring mini-warehouses to tho 
village, Balling said he will seek plan 
commission recommendations so he "can 
advise future Inquiries of this type that 
the proposed zoning class is whatever it 
turns out to be."

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Special education students affected 
Bus-driver shortage delays schools 


by JUDY JOBBITT 


Special education students in (ho 


Northwest Educational Cooperative havo 
been arriving at school late because of a 
bus driver shortage. 


Davidsmcycr Bus Service Inc. that ser- 


vices NEC has a critical shortage of bus 
drivers for smaller buses. The company 
needs between IS and 20 more drivers to 
add to its current staff of 145 drivers, 
said Karen Blngham, general manager. 


Became of the shortage, three NEC 


bus routes do not havo drivers at this 
lime. About 25 students on these routes 
have been affected by the shortage and 
arc about an hour late arriving at school. 


Davidsmcycr also services Elk Grove 


Township School Dlst. SD Mrs. Blngham 
said that more of the Dlst. 39 routes have 
drivers than the special education routes 
because Dlst. 39 uses the larger buses 
with a maximum capacity of 84 students. 
NEC primarily uses smaller buses that 
hold between 12 and 16 students. 


MIIS. BINGHAM said drivers arc given 


a choice of routes whenever possible and 
that most drivers select the larger buses. 
She said some drivers are reluctant to 
drive special education students, but no 
one has ever quit because they must 
drive a special education route, she 
added. 


She said Davidsmcycr had hired driv- 


ers for all of its routes for the first day 
of school, but three drivers on NEC 
routes did not show up the first day. 
"The first day they Just didn't show up 
and didn't notify the company," she said. 


Vacancies caused by the shortage of 


bus drivers arc being filled by people 
from the office staff who nre licensed 
drivers. She said as soon as the company 
gets drivers, the three NEC routes will 
bo staffed. 


Jeff Inkloy, NEC business manager, 


said about 300 students are bused 
through NEC's programs at Kirk Center 
in Palatine, Dwycr School In Arlington 
Heights and other special education 
classes held throughout the Northwest 
suburban area. NEC holds classes for 
special education students in Elk Grove, 
Schaumburg, Palatine and Wheeling 
townships. 


He said about 30 per cent of the stu- 


dents bused have been affected by late 
buses. 


ALTHOUGH OTHER bus companies 


contacted said they do not havo a critical 
shortage of bus drivers, several said they 
would prefer to have about 10 more driv- 
ers.

of people don't like the responsibility." 


She said "student discipline, traffic 


and construction hassles" are some of 
the reasons adults do not drive'school 
buses. 


DON WEIDNER, transportation director 


at Dlst. 15, said "the average housewife 
can drive a school bus. There is a natu- 
ral fear of that big bus and those kids," 
he said. 


The majority of drivers are house- 


wives. Weldner said. "We have an ample 
market in our area if we could only 
roach those that need the extra income 
and the housewives who want to be home 
during the day." 


"It's always a problem finding driv- 


ers," said, Don Temple, personnel man- 
ager for Scholastic.

Would you tell me what causes bolls? 


What could I put on them so they would 
come to a head sooner to relieve the 
pain? 


Bolls are a largo pimple. They are 


caused by the staphylococcal bacteria. 
We all have these bacteria on our skin. 
Ordinarily our skin protects us from 
these bacteria causing an infection. 
When these bacteria find a break in the 
skin, as may occur around a hair follicle 
or an accumulation of excess skin oils 
and wax, they start an infection. 


Our defense mechanisms wall off the 


Infection so it can't spread to the rest of 
the body. As the infection Is limited it 
destroys only a spot of tissue. The germs 
can't migrate, so they are in the de- 
stroyed tissue or die. This infected and 
destroyed tissue is the "pus" that comes 
out of the boll. 


You shouldn't apply pressure to such a 


localized infection, in part because you 
can break down the wall of tissue and 
cells constructed to limit the Infection to 
that area. But, you can apply a warm or 
hot towel and soak it This speeds up the 
process, and it softens the hard skin over 
the Infected area.' If it Is large you 
should let your doctor drain it. He won't 
drain It, though, until the infection has 
been walled off by your body's defenses. 


Anyone who has recurrent bolls should 


have a good medical examination. It 
may mean you have a lowered resistance 
to infection as can occur with diabetes.

This wasn't caused 
by the gall bladder. He said from the 
condition of the liver I had had this a 
long time. I was flabbergasted. I always

thought only drinkers got this. I'm no 
drinker, all I ever did drink was plain 
soda at social gatherings. I dislike any 
kind of liquor. I did have a very difficult 
childbirth years ago. Could I have dam- 
aged my liver then? 


I know a liver could never be replaced 


or repaired, but what can be done to 
keep It from giving me any problems in 
the future? My doctor says vitamins with 
iron each day and plenty of proteins a 
well balanced meal. Anything else? 


There is a widespread misconception 


that all cases of cirrhosis of the liver are 
caused by drinking too much. Cirrhosis 
is a scarring process that destroys a cer- 
tain amount of liver cells. These are re- 
placed by non-functioning fiberous tissue. 


No one knows why or when you devel- 


oped cirrhosis. Some cases are the result 
of old viral hepatitis. Others are caused 


from inflammation of the bile tract or 
obstruction of the bile tract. You can 
even develop cirrhosis of the liver from 
longstanding heart failure. Fluid collects 
in the liver and causes this. 


Treatment is general, as your doctor 


has said, particularly as long as you 
have no symptoms. If you have evidence 
of poor absorption from your dig '»e 
tract then you have a greater nee< ir 
the increased intake of vitamins. In j ur 
case it isn't important, but for those who 
do use alcohol, they should stop this en- 
tirely if there is any liver damage.

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Steering committee to study plan 
'Dual-track' deaf teaching weighed 


by JUDY JOBD1TT 


Two methods of teaching deaf children 


to communicate Instead of one soon may 
be available In the Northwest suburbs. 


A steering committee to Investigate es- 


tablishing the two methods has been set 
up through the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization. 


The committee Includes nine parents of 


dcaf-and hard-of-hcarlng children and will 
work under the direction of Roger Bard- 
well, acting director of Northwest Ed- 
ucational Cooperative and NSSEO. 


The committee will Investigate setting 


up a "dual track" system that would 
offer the option of either oral or "total 
communication" for the children. 


The committee Is on outgrowth of two 


months of discussions by parents who 


are upset with the current method of 
teaching dcaf-and hard-of-hcarlng chil- 
dren In NSSEO. 


P A R E N T S HAD complained that 


NSSEO had changed to a single method 
of teaching, known as "total commu- 
nication," which uses sip, finger spell- 
ing, lip reading and vocal commu- 
nication. 


NSSEO has changed to this method of 


teaching over the past five years. Before 
the change, NSSEO primarily used'the 
oral method that concentrates on -Up 
reading and vocal communication. It 
docs not use visual means of'commu- 
nication such as sign language. 


According to a survey sent out to the 


parents of the 119 students In deaf-and 
hnrd-of-hearing classes, the majority of 


the parents want an option. Parents re- 
turned 43 of the questionnaires with 32 of 
them preferring a dual track system. 


Out of the 43 questionnaires returned, 


24 indicated they wanted a total program 
for their youngster and 18 preferred an 
oral program. 


"THE 
RESULTS from the question- 


naire show a clear Indication that a largo 
group of parents want options," said 
' Bardwell. He said the parents who have 
attended, the meetings do not want to 
eliminate the total program but rather 
want NSSEO to have an oral program 
for those students who could benefit from 
It.' 


Friday the steering committee will 


meet with Bardwell to discuss estab- 
lishing a dual program. Bardwell said he 


will meet with teachers In the current 
programs Thursday. 


He aid a dual program must be accept- 


ed by the teachers and that the teachers 
must show an interest in the program. 


BARDWELL SAID the teachers' back- 


ground is a consideration in setting up a 
dual program. All the teachers hired by 
NSSEO instruct and have been taught in 
the total communication method. 


He said he is concerned that the young- 


er children are not getting the proper 
oral instruction because vocal education 
and lip reading are not being emphasized 
in the current total program. 


Bardwell will present hls-flndings from 


this week's meetings at the NEC meeting 
Saturday morning.

Palatine-MSD sewer plan 
can reduce local cost 


Palatine shouldn't have to pay 


the entire bill for n massive sewer 
construction project proposed by 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District. 
MSD and Palatine officials should 
\\ork out some kind of compromise 
that's fair to everyone involved. 


.MSD engineers put Palatine In a 


surprise bind Thursday, when they 
recommended that the village be 
dropped from the Northwest subur- 
ban portion of the MSD tunnel and 
reservoir plan, a scheme to build 
underground reservoirs to contain 
flood water. 


The reason? The addition of Pal- 


atine would not be "cost effective." 
according to MSD studies. And un- 
less the entire project is cost effec- 
tive, the federal government isn't 
interested in funding it. 


Some sort of sewer improve- 


ment's essential to the older sec- 
tion of Palatine, for there's been a 
persistent nightmare of oacked-up 
sewers and flooding in that area. 


There are two basic alternatives 


for cutting flooding: either replac- 
ing the old combined sanitary and 
storm sewers with separate sewer 
lines for rainwater and for sew- 
age, or building a retention basin 
to collect the combined sewage 
during heavy rains and holding it 
until it can be treated at a sewage 
treatment plant. 


If separate sewers are to be 


built, Palatine will have little 
chance of getting federal or state 
funding to help pay the multi-mil- 
lion dollar costs. But grant funds 
from the federal and state govern- 
ments are available for projects 
like combined sewer reservoirs 


The 
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If separate sewers prove to be 


the least expensive and the techni- 
cally best way to solve Palatine's 
problems, we believe the village 
shouldn't have to foot the cost 
alone. 


We agree with local officials who 


are upset about the problem and 
we hope that the MSD board of 
trustees and Palatine can come up 
with a workable solution. 


Perhaps the MSD trustees can 


find a way around the cost-effec- 
tiveness requirements for grants; 
or perhaps federal and state grants x 
can be provided to help build local 
sewers in Palatine's case, because 
of the village's unique sewage dis- 
posal problem. 


"Cooperation" is the key word 


as both parties work towards a so- 
lution. The goal is a workable 
method of cutting flooding, with a 
cost that isn't unfairly placed on 
Palatine's shoulders. We hope 
progress is made quickly towards 
reaching that goal. 


Everyone's better off if you go it alone

WASHINGTON - U President Ford Is 


deadly serious about eliminating "fat" 
from the Defense Deportment budget to 
fight Inflation, there Is more than $300 
million In "low priority" defense blubber 
that could be eliminated without cutting 
into U S. military muscle. 


The new President could demonstrate 


the "Ic.-ulcrsliip" that ho tells us someone 
In Washlnqton must show to defeat the 
Inflation which he has categorized as 
"our domestic Public Enemy No. 1." 


The cuts he should insist upon making 


are the $1001 million for 24 A-7D attack 
aircraft for the Air National Guard, and 
(ho $205.'i million for 12 F-lll fighter- 
bombers that the House Appropriations 
Committee IHH approved for fiscal 197S. 


These two Items totaling $303 million 


were not In the Air Force budget 
requests, hut have hren put In the De- 
fense Department budget because of In- 
tensive lobbying efforts by Texas Inter- 
ests. 


Doth planes nrc built In Texas, and it 


will probably take the force of presiden- 
tial finger-pointing to eliminate them 
even though the Air Force did not ask for 
the F-lll and A-7D planes, and even 
though the Defense Department has dip- 
lomatically Informed Senator William 
Proxmlrc, D-Wls., that the aircraft are 
"of lower priority than n variety of other 
programs Included 
In our 
original 


request." 


Usually any effort to cut defense 


spending Is met.with the argument that 
the weapons are vital to the protection of 
the nation, and that there Is nothing 
more vital than being prepared to meet 
the challenges of foreign adversaries. 


That philosophy was burled in Prcsl- 


dent Ford's response at his first press 
conference when he was asked If domes- 
tic social programs "will have to bear 
the whole brunt of the anti-Inflationary 
fight" or If some of the money might 
come from the defense budget. 


"No budget for any department is 


sacrosanct," President Ford responded, 
"and that includes the defense budget." 
Dut ho went on to say that ho would "In- 
sist, however, that such money be made 
available to the Army, tho Navy and the 
Air Force so that wo are strong militar- 
ily for tho purpose of deterring war or 
meeting any challenge by any adversa- 
ry." 


"If there Is any fat In the defense 


budget. It ought to be cut out by Con- 
gress or eliminated by the Secretary of 
Defense," Ford said In ducking the Issue 
of whcro It might be cut. 


Senator Proxmlrc has spotlighted the 


$305 million that Is likely to bo approved 


GERALD R. FORD 


for tho F-lll and A-7D as a good place to 
start cutting where there Is no contention 
that planes essential to the defense of the 
nation are Involved, but he has been un- 
successful in his efforts to get the De- 
fense secretary, James R. Schleslnger, 
to go on record hi opposition to the ap- 
propriations and against the congression- 
al forces that want them Included. 


In a letter to Defense Secretary Schle- 


slnger in early August, Proxmlre in- 
dicated his desire to aid the Defense sec- 
retary in avoiding "unnecessary defense 
spending" on the F-lll and A-7D. 


"I would be willing to attempt to re- 


move the appropriations for these air- 
craft If you would make available a let- 
ter Indicating your position that these 
aircraft are not required," Proxmire 
wrote. "What about It?" 


Defense Secretary Schleslnger ducked 


the "leadership" role that President 
Ford soys someone should take, and 
turned the letter over to an assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense, John M. Maury, for a 
reply. 


Although the Air Force had not re- 


quested the two aircraft, Maury avoided 
a leadership role and straddled the Is- 
sue: 


"While we concur In the high regard 


the committees on armed services of 
both the House and Senate have for the 


F-lll and A-7D aircraft, we believe these 
aircraft to be of lower priority than a 
variety of other programs Included hi 
our original request. 


"Should the Congress desire to add 


funds for these aircraft, we would hope 
that this would not be done at the ex- 
pense of programs which we consider of 
higher priority," Maury equivocated. 


Proxmlre said last week that he be- 


lieves he could get the Senate to cut the 
$300 million if President Ford would take 
the leadership that the Defense Depart- 
ment has ducked. 


"Here is the perfect opportunity for 


President Ford to turn fine statements 
about cutting the fat out of defense into a 
real savings for the taxpayers," Prox- 
mlre said. 


"The multi-mUllon-doliar minuet that 


goes on each year over the F-lll and 
A-7D that the military does not want, 
ought to be stopped and stopped now," 
Proxmlre said. "More than $300 million 
spent on those unnecessary programs is 
only an example of the kind of fat that 
can be trimmed without in any way re- 
ducing our military strength. In fact we 
would be stronger without this excess 
baggage." 


While millions for the two Air Force 


planes would be only a drop in the buck- 
et against the billions in government 
spending that President Ford says will 
be needed to defeat "domestic Public 
Enemy No. 1," It demonstrates the diffi- 
culty of getting commitment to cou- 
rageous leadership in Washington. 


It might be that President Ford will 


find it necessary to demonstrate person- 
ally some of the leadership if he really 
expects to make the billions hi cuts in 
federal spending required in the months 
ahead. Pointing a presidential finger at 
the F-lll and A-7D, as Proxmire sug- 
gests, might be a good starting point.

In your recent ar- 
ticle, Aug. 12, we feel the complaints of 
the homeowners have not been accurate- 
ly expressed. We beg to differ with the 
building commissioner as to the nature 
of the problem. The primary problem is 
with maintenance versus construction de- 
fects. The article quotes that the build- 
ing commissioner agrees that seepage 
through walls is the builder's responsi- 
bility, however, we contend that seeping 
and leaking windows and doors from 
time of purchase is also the builders re- 
sponsibility as it constitutes a building 
defect. 


These homes have been occupied for 


less than two years and it is stated in 
contract that the one year guarantee is 
extended to all items presented in writing 
until such time they are taken care of. 
Many homes occupied for a year or more 
have had no response to their original 
complaints. 


Another aspect mentioned in the ar- 


ticle is that the rcgrading of property 
during landscaping has caused seepage. 
The properties In the development have 
not been regraded or landscaped to the 
point of causing damage. Therefore we 
feel this claim is invalid. 


Another matter incorrectly stated is 


that the easements have all been clear- 
ed of rocks and building materials to 
date. This has been stated, but not com- 
pleted. (We invite photographers to veri- 
fy this claim.) High mounds of dirt are 
still obviously visible where are children 
ride and play unaware of the potential 
danger. In fact many of us wonder to 
whom the responsibility would fall should 
children fall prey to these dangers — the 
owner of the property or the renter of the 
land — Commonwealth Edison? 


We feel that each and every claim by 


homeowners can be verified by a simple 
visit. Thus we encourage official visits. 
The homeowners would be most recep- 
tive to any solution to complaints offered 
by the officials and or the builder.

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For the men of the 34th, 
a day to live Anzio again 


by JOHN MAES 


The memories were nllvc again — An- 


zlo. Casslno, Salerno, Hill 609 — they 
were alive for the men who lived them — 
the men or the "Red Bull," the 34th In- 
fantry Division. 


They lived over drinks In the barroom, 


over dinner at the banquet tables and 
during the showing of old combat films 
as the men of the 34th came together for 
a weekend reunion at the Sheraton- 
O'llnrc Hotel la Rosemont. 


In a kaleidoscope of retrospect, the 


men of the 34th marched again as they 
did more than 30 years ago. The recollec- 
tions of the push through Africa in 1942 
chasing Rommel's elite corps across that 
continent mixed with stories of the in- 
vasion of Italy when the 34th became the 
first American division to Invade the Eu- 
ropean mainland. 


From Iowa, Minnesota, North and 


South Dakota, from Maryland and Mas- 
sachusetts the old soldiers reorganized, 
many of the same men who shoved off In 
early 1IM2 to fight some of the World War 
Il's fiercest campaigns. 


Among those who regrouped wore 


members of tho famous 442nd Regiment 
made up of Japanese Americans, the 
Nisei, who fought the battle of Italy and 
won themselves acclaim as one of the 
most decorated fighting units In Ameri- 
can history. 


ONE MAN who would remember the 


ferocious campaigns of Africa and Italy 
was Roy Honbo, who with his Japanese- 
American comrades went off to fight 
for tho 34th while relatives back home 
wore sitting In government detention 
camps. 


"I felt It was my duty as an American 


to fight," said Honbo, SO, who now lives 
at 4716 Magnolia St In Chicago. "I didn't 
think of myself as a Jap." 


Hondo was a native of Hawaii and said 


ho did not feel tho sting of discrimination 
as badly as some of his fellow Nisei. 
"Most of tho discrimination was against 
the guys from tho mainland." 


Tho motto of tho 442nd — "Go for 


Broke." — has become famous to mili- 
tary men the world over. 


FOR THE MEN of tho 34th, the war 


was ono bitter struggle after another. 
The division was already battle-hardened 
after a seven-month campaign against 
German and Italian forces In north Af- 
rlcn as they braced for the Invasion of 
Italy that came In September, 1043. 


"It was all long, hard and arduous," 


said Marshall Runclls, 62, of Bloom- 
Ington, Minn., then a warrant officer for 
the 34th. "we were tho first ones over 
and tho last ones back." 


"Wo Just went through training, train- 


ing, training and then got on the boat," 
Edward Petty, 61, DCS Molnes, Iowa 
said, of the pro-invasion days. 


As the major Allied strike force In tho 


Italian campaign, tho 34th found out the 
stubborn Germans were not tho only ene- 
my they had to face. The Italian terrain 
also was to prove a formidable force as 
they had to lug artillery, rations, ammu- 
nition over hills and through valleys. At 
times they were sitting ducks for tho 
menacing Nazi guns. 


The 34th faced stiff German resistance 


nl Anzio and were almost driven back 
into tho sea before they broke through a 
German counteroffcnsivc. 


EQUALLY FIERCE was the battle of 


Casslno, where even the relentless Allied 
bombing of German defenses at the fam- 
ed Benedictine Abbey on Monte Casaino 
proved unsuccessful. 


"The bombing of the monastery was a 


O-to-4 operation," observed one veteran 
of the 34th and Casslno. "They'd bomb It 
and start up again tho next day." 


Lost May 40 members of tho division 


returned in a pilgrimage and peace mis- 
slon to the Casslno battleground to honor 
their fallen comrades. The veterans, who 
took the seven-day trip at their own ex- 
pense, went at the Invitation of a group 
of German veterans of the campaign. 


"The Germans were happy we came," 


said Robert Abodeely, of Toledo, Ohio. "I 
think we did a Job for peace." 


30 years later, Dutch recall 
the yoke of Nazi tyranny

AMSTERDAM — The liberation of Holland 30 yeais ago 


began with a military "disaster" but the Dutch want to re- 
member It as the beginning of the end for Adolf Hitler's Nazi 
tyranny In the lowlands. 


They are holding three days of joyful memorial in the cities 


where It all began — Arnhem, Nljmegen and Eindhoven. In 
an airborne operation called "Market-Garden" the Allies 
dropped 35,000 paratroopers on those three cities starting 
Sept. 17,1944. 


The aim was to "lay a carpet of alrbornes" 80 miles up to 


the Rhine bridge at Arnhem so that Field Marshal Bernard 
Law Montgomery's armor and infantry could slice through 
German lines Into the Industrial Ruhr and bring an early end 
to World War II. 


IT DIDN'T WORK. The Germans stiffened at Arnhem and 


threw out the British and Polish troops before British armor 
could waddle up the highway from the south to their relief. 
Only 2,500 of 9,000 soldiers dropped on Arnhem. escaped after 
four days of encirclement by two German panzer (tank) divi- 
sions. 


Farther south, at Nijmegen and Eindhoven, the American 


101st and 82nd Airborne divisions ripped up disorganized Ger- 
man resistance and began to roll the Germans back into their 
homeland. Tho three retired airborne generals who led the 
drops are in Amsterdam as guests of the royal House of 
Orange to participate in reversing Market-Garden's bad 
name. They are Gen. R. E. Urquhart of 1st British Airborne, 
who escaped from Arnhem, Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor of the 
U.S. 101st Airborne and Gen. James M. Gavin of the U.S. 
82nd Airborne. 


A large party of war correspondents who covered the Dutch 


liberation also is here for the party. Some of them skidded in 
with the glider forces, like broadcaster Walter Cronklte, then 
a young United Press correspondent. Others, like this colum- 
nist, took part In the bitter, wrenching fight across the ex- 
posed dikes and flooded lowlands of western Holland with the 
Canadian 1st Army, British 2nd Army, American 104th In- 
fantry and the Polish 10th Armored, all of them blended into 
Montgomery's 21st Army Group. 


YELLOWED SHEETS from a war correspondent's scrap- 


books tell of amphibious operations hurled across the Scheldt 
estuary to dislodge stubborn Germans who were preventing 
use of the port of Antwerp for supplying the western front. 
They tell of Alligator amphibious vehicles and LCA boats 
breasting artillery fire from the German shore to win beach- 
heads like the one I called "70 yards of hell" in Flushing 
harbor. They tell of Nazi paratroops defending their hold on 
ancient walled towns like Bergen-op-Zoom until flushed out 
with flame throwers and bayonets. 


Yet it was not all gore and gunpowder to the war reporter 


of three decades ago. Here is a reference to "great shaggy 
scarlet blossoms billowing in the breeze beside a Canadian 
field dressing station" set up in a little school house. And a 
nurse Inside worried she might "lose" one patient rasping 
through shattered lungs — a German. 


A double rainbow was noted, arching over the burning city 


of Flushing (Vllssingen). And throughout those notes there 
was constant reference to the joy of a people wrenched

violently free from their hated captors, of children wearing 
orange paper noses and waving orange bunting as they ran 
alongside our vehicles laughing and cheering — while the 
thunder of artillery and rattle of machine pistol fire sounded 
only a few blocks down the road. 


WITH THE THOUGHT of two teen-age children back home, 


I was especially attentive to the pink-cheeked Dutch children 
who seemed to have come through the occupation virtually 
untainted by Nazi educational poison found in the school text- 
books. An old schoolmaster on the island of Beveland, wear- 
ing his blue uniform of World War I as he emerged to lead 
the underground, told me how painstakingly parents had un- 
dermined the German propaganda fed to the children in their 
schools. 


Outside his schoolhouse at Goes the standard glorified por- 


trait of Hitler had been taken down and hung on a tree — 
with a dagger thrust through the heart. 


Dutch memory is long. Thirty years long.

Black woman leads YWCA

Tho troubles of teens are not dimin- 


ishing. In this rapidly changing world, It 
is hard for them to catch their bearings. 
It is difficult for adults to shape their 
direction for the same reason. 


Speaking is Mrs. Emmctt F. Wright, 


thu now executive director of tho Young 
Women's Christian Association of the 
U.S.A. Sara-Alyce Parson Wright is tho 
first black woman to be named to the top 
professional post in the association, 
which calls Itself the largest women's or- 
ganization In tho country. In addition, It 
has chapters In more than 80 other coun- 
tries. 


Said Mrs. Wright, "I sometimes think 


it's more a case of troubled adults than 
teens. Wo arc not sure of our directions 
cither because of tho rapid changes." 


"DUT WE MUST have a solid sense of 


what we ore, what wo want to bo. Other- 
wise wo can't give directions to youth 
because wo'ro not on solid ground our- 
selves. 


"Wo can rap with tho young only with 


a true concept of dialogue sharing and 
not one-way. You can't start by saying, 
'Well, when I was a teenager.'" 


The YW earlier this year did a study 


among 1,100 teen women on their con- 
cerns. 


They listed such things as need for job 


counseling, sex education ("Teens ask 
questions about sex, yet not too many 
adults will give the right answers"), 
need for some means of approach to par- 
ents or others in case of venereal dis- 
ease, more action on drug abuse ("Most 
get so tired hearing of it, they just Ignore 
it"), and parental and society's help for 
teen mothers who "are mostly children 
themselves." 


MIIS. WRIGHT, who for 12 years was 


the national YW's consultant for teen-age 
programs, said that as executive direc- 
tor, she will zero in on programs at local 
chapter levels to cope with needs of 
teens and young adults. 


"We need to help them do for them- 


selves as well as for others," she said in 
an Interview. 


On a broad scale, tho YW will continue 


its emphasis on elimination of all racial 
inequalities. Its board first acted in 1946 
to desegregate facilities and services, 
but Mrs. Wright recalled that integration 
wasn't all that quick to follow in prac- 
ticality. 


"I remember tho girl who told us, 'I 


don't want to fight the race question in 


my leisure time.' " / 


But by 1970, she said, the YWCA real- 


ized that change of charter wasn't 
enough, that programs both locally and 
nationally would have to enforce the real 
desegregation. 


"I DON'T THINK many of us realize 


how deeply Ingrained in our society is 
the pattern of race segregation," she 
said. 


Mrs. Wright, a native of Harrisburg, 


Pa., is the wife of the pastor of Christ 
Memorial Church Baptist, St. Albans, 
N.Y. She holds master's degrees from 
the University of Pennsylvania and the 
University of Pittsburgh's 
graduate 


school of social work. She also has done 
graduate study at Columbia University. 


She has been active with the YW most 


of her adult life and moves up to execu- 
tive director from the deputy director- 
ship, succeeding Edith M. Lerrigo, who 
retired. 


"I gave the matter a great deal of 


thought," she said of her setting a first. 
"I knew there were a lot of other capable 
people and I asked myself, 'Is this the 
time for a black woman in the job?' 


"But there was already a precedent. 


the YW had had a black woman as presi- 
dent." She was Mrs. Robert W. Claytor, 
of Grand Rapids, Mich.

One of the major crime problems —• 


though not always referred to in that 
manner — which has been plaguing law 
enforcement agencies is drunken driving. 
The combination of more cars, more 
people, more drinking has escalated 
deaths and accidents to such an alarm- 
Ing degree that more and stricter laws 
are being passed in an effort to halt this 
threat to safety. 


What makes an otherwise respectable 


law-abiding citizen turn into an irrespon- 
sible potential murderer is a question 
that cannot be solved until or unless indi- 
vidual moral responsibility becomes part 
of our way of life. 


In the meantime, a relatively new law 


that hasn't always found favor, especial- 
ly with the guilty, is trying to remedy the 
situation. 


The legal terms DWI and Implied Con- 


sent should riot be limited to the knowl- 
edge of those who drink and drive but 
should be known also to the victims who 
must suffer and sue. 


"Implied consent" means that any per- 


son who uses his or her privilege to drive 
a car in Illinois or any state in the 
United States automatically consents to 
take a breath test if arrested for DWI, 
meaning driving while intoxicated. The 
law was passed in 1972 and is cur- 
rently in effect. 


• When is a person considered to be 


DWI? 


In Illinois, there Is a legal limit of one- 


tenth of one per cent. 


• What is the reason behind the test? 
The purpose is to take the guesswork 


out of judging whether a person is in- 
toxicated. If a person is speeding, a po- 
lice1 officer can detect the exact speed 
with a measuring device and can write 
out a ticket based on that established 
fact. Without that certainty, the law 


would have nothing more than an offi- 
cer's testimony and the consequent hu- 
man margin of error to depend on. 


» Can the test help to prove that a per- 


son is innocent? 


Yes. There are some illnesses with 


symptoms that may look as though the 
person is drunk, but the test shows 
whether the symptoms are caused by al- 
cohol. 


• What happens If a person refuses to 


take the test? 


If a person refuses to take the test, the 


arrest still stands. He or she will then be 
tried for DWI and the arresting officer 
will testify. 


• What are the penalties for DWI? 
For a first offense, the driver's license 


is suspended for three months. A second 
and subsequent offense within a five-year 
period may bring a six-month suspen- 
sion. 


• What is the penalty for conviction of 


DWI? 


For a first conviction, the person may 


be fined not less than $100 and not more 
than $1,000. The penalty can also include 
being imprisoned for not less than two 
days or more than one year. 


The driver's license is then, of course, 


revoked. 


Anyone who has had a bad experience 


as a result of drunken driving cannot 
help but feel strongly about the matter. I 
was six months pregnant when a drunk- 
en driver rammed into the back of our 
car while my husband and I were wait- 
ing for a string of freight trains to pass. 


Fortunately, our injuries were not 


serious, but the driver, who should have 
known better and had a reputation to up- 
hold besides, because he was a high 
ranking army officer, was even luckier 
than we. Had our car not stopped him, 
he would have committed suicide. He 
was so intoxicated, he had to be removed 


from the car and his pockets searched 
for Identification because he was inco- 
herent. One can only ponder that he was 
able to drive the car at all and that in 
plain, simple language a person who is 
DWI is as potentially dangerous as a 
murderer, no better than a criminal with 
a loaded gun ready to shoot and kill. The 
law rightfully classifies an automobile as 
as a "dangerous weapon" under certain 
circumstances and punishes accordingly. 


It might surprise some who object to 


the strictness of DWI laws to learn that, 
relatively speaking, our laws are mild 
compared to stricter ones in other coun- 
tries. 


For Instance: 
• In Australia, the names of drivers 


are sent to the local newspapers and are 
printed under the heading: "He's drunk 
and in jail." 


• Malayan law not only puts the drunk 


in jail, but if he's married, his wife goes 
too!• There's a 10-year prison sentence, a 
fine of $2800 or both in South Africa. 


• Turkey says if you insist upon driv- 


ing while you're drunk, then the 20 miles 
you have to walk back (escorted) should 
sober you up. 


• San Salvador too takes a shot at 


punishing drunken drivers. They're exe- 
cuted by firing squads! 


The slogan: "If you drive, don't drink; 


if you drink don't drive" still makes 
sense. Let's hope it Instills some in those 
who insist upon driving while in- 
toxicated.

What's cooking? 


More safe electric ranges 


ONE OP THE NEW itandardt for 
•lactrlc range* announced by UL 


would cut risk of potholder Igniting 
If It touchad ovan haating coll.

Underwriters' Laboratories recently announced new safety standards 


for electric ranges designed to reduce risk of burns and fires. Manufac- 
turers must meet the new standards by September 1975, or their ranges 
will not be given UL approval. 


The new standards will require the following: 
• Control knobs must be located at least six inches above the surface 


of the heating elements (applies to ranges with rear control panel). This 
standard is to help reduce risk of loose sleeves touching hot burners when 
the consumer reaches for control knobs. 


• Two operations, such as push and turn, must be necessary to turn on 


a burner. This is to prevent accidental turning on of burners if controls 
are bumped, and to prevent children from turning them on. 


• The degree of heat two inches from the front of the range must not 


cause a test cloth to burn during a So-second exposure. This is to encour- 
age manufacturers to set burners further back or to Install protruding 
bars on the front of the range. 


• The position and temperature of the heating element in the oven 


must be adjusted so that a garment or potholder could not ignite during 
normal use of the oven. 


• A new single heat level has been set for all non-cooking surfaces of 


ranges, including porcelain, glass and metal. None of these areas may 
ever exceed 131 degrees Farenbeit This temperature is based on medi- 
cal studies of what heat intensity causes injury. 


Testing of this criterion will be done with a new device developed by 


the National Bureau of Standards. The device senses the degree of heat 
human skin would feel on these surfaces — which differs from the actual 
temperature of the surface and varies between such materials as glass 
and metal. 


The maximum temperature permissible under existing standards vari- 


es for the kinds of surfaces and goes as high as 172 degrees F. 


• Electric ranges must all have a warning light to indicate that a 


heating element is turned on. 


• Control panels must indicate by symbol (picture, pattern of the 


knobs, etc.) which knob operates which burner. 


The standard also requires education of the consumer. Users must be 


instructed to avoid placing an electric range beneath cabinets, or to avoid 
placing items appealing to chjldren in cabinets above a range. 


Such a situation was the'cause of serious burns for an 11-year-old 


Arlington Heights girl last winter. Karie Olson, of 609 S. Highland, was 
getting into some cabinets above her family's electric range when her 
nightgown was ignited by a hot — though de-activated — burner. 


This kind of occurrence apparently could only be prevented by the user 


Instructions in the UL standard, not by any of its technical requirements. 


According to UL engineers, a warning light could be thermally-acti- 


vated to indicate that a burner Is hot even when the range is turned off. 
But the light required in the standard only indicates when the range is 
turned on.

Chigger bits cause extreme discomfort, 


but steps can be taken to avoid them, 
Robert Roscllc, Extension entomologist 
at the University of Nebraska, advises. 


He recommends use of one of the com- 


mercial repellents before visiting In- 
fested areas — usually tall grass, thick- 
ets, or where soil Is undisturbed. Bathing 
Immediately after returning from such 
areas Is also advised. 


Roscllo said Infested lawns can be 


sprayed with dlazlnon or molothlon to re- 
duce the number of chlggers developing 
there. 


Irritation resulting from the bite con 


bo soothed temporarily by several 
creams or lotions on the market that ore 
prepared for Insect bites, RoseUe said, 
adding that those with a local anesthetic, 
such as benzocaln, are more effective. 


Chlggers usually settle where clothing 


Is restricted, as at the belt line, or under 
socks. They also feed under armpits and 
hi the groin. 


Rosolle sold chlggers are the larvae or 


first stage of certain mites and attach 
themselves to folds of skin or edges of 
hair follicles. A chigger secretes a fluid 
that digests the underlying tissue and 
portions of the skin, upon which it feeds.

Sprinkle in salt and 
pepper and paprika to taste. Remove 
from the fire and add one tablespoon of 
chopped chives. Add the drained zuc- 
chini, coating it gently with the sour 
cream mixture. 


Put in a greased one-quart baking dish 


and sprinkle with a mixture of fine bread 
crumbs and grated Parmesan cheese.

Clean your gun now...

White Labor Day annually signals the 


closo of the boating season, it should also 
serve as the first reminder to hunters 
who aro counting on success rather than 
disappointment. 


It's never too early to begin prepara- 


tions, especially on that rainy, cold 
morning that forced postponement of the 
scheduled bass outing on Lake Geneva. 


Those who put off the necessary steps 


to an enjoyable hunting season are ask- 
ing for a boot full of water In the duck 
blind, a jammed cartridge In the phea- 
sant-Infested cornfield or severe leg 
cramps just when he's spotted that tro- 
phy buck. 


There's nothing quite as embarrassing 


as gunning with Inaccurate 
sights, 


spraining your forefinger when yon 
should be squeeslng the trigger or losing 
your compass In that hole In your jacket 
that was only microscopic last year. 


Mental preparation can only come with 


experience and respect. Hunting eti- 
quette Is severely abused every year 
with the resulting majority of deaths and 
injuries traceable directly to care- 
lessness. 


Physically, a hunter can avoid exhaus- 


tion, cramps and sprained ankles with a 
preliminary training program of simple 
calisthenics. 


Preseason preparations avoid the last- 


mlnuto rush of shipping your fouled 
hardware to the manufacturer or a gun- 
smith who promises repair in two 
months. 


Thoroughly clean your gun past the 


rudimentary stages of wiping the barrel 
and oiling the hammer. Foreign particles 
have • tendency to become stubbornly 
attached to both the Inside sid surface 
areas after a long rest on the shelf. It 
may even necessitate the use of a wire 
brush or light steel wool for removal. 


Once clean, apply a light coat of gun 


oil (there arc several good brands on the 
market) to both the inside and outside of 
the barrel and swab with a lint-proof 
cloth. 


If the barrel shows signs of tarnishing, 


it Is very easy to restore tho luster with

a bluing kit. The easy-to-follow instruc- 
tions recreate the steel-tempered look in 
a few hours. 


The slightest bump, unnoticed by the 


hunter, may require a slight adjustment. 
Again, if you're a do-it-yourselfer, the 
situation can be corrected by a trip to 
the shooting range Ihere mounts are 
available and test scores recorded. It 
sure beats the frustration of consistent 
missing and a visit to the eye doctor. 


If the gun Is extremely dirty or you are 


not completely familiar with Its aisem- 
bly, send It to a gunsmith for an expert 
job. The costs are well worth the pre- 
vention of a potential accident. 


Finally, be extremely careful in the 


handling of your gun. Treat it as If it 
were loaded, especially when cleaning. 
Never point the gun at anyone at any- 
time. Always activate the "safety" until 
the lost possible moment before firing. 


Wear bright clothing that will attract 


another hunter's attention ... not his 
ammunition. Check for any holes In your 
footwear. Frostbite may not be on your 
mind now, but it will be on your toes In a 
few months. 


If you're hunting a field, walk in a 


straight line, side by side, to avoid cross- 
fire. Never circle a target. 


Authorities are encouraging waterfowl 


hunters to use dogs. This will diminish 
the number of lost or crippled birds. 


The Illinois Department of Con- 


servatlon has already begun accepting 
applications for permits to hunt ducks, 
geese and pheasant on state-managed 
hunting areas. Permits are Issued on a 
first-come, first-served basis. 


Only one permit will be allowed each 


applicant to hunt at each of the three 
types of areas. 


Director Tony Dean reminds, "Opening 


days, weekends and holidays are in 
greatest demand. We therefore advise 
hunters to select other dates, if pos- 
sible." 


Permits for hunting at Chain O'Lakes 


and Des Plaines areas will be Issued for 
dates Nov. 9 through Dec. 8.

...Bow hunters should be practicing

The challenging art of bow hunting for 


both large and small game continues to 
grow each year, but too often novice 
hunters try it without proper preparation 
and end up selling their equipment with- 
out giving the sport a chance. 


The archer must be able to get closer 


to his game than the gun-toter. There- 
fore, the sport is more demanding and 
requires more pro-season conditioning 
and practice than hunting with firearms. 


It also requires a thorough under- 


standing of the habits of the game to be 
hunted. 


The archer, for example, can practice 


shooting straight-line targets for months

for deer, the hunter should practice . 
shooting from a tree. He will quickly dis- 
cover what a difference there is. 


Whereas a nigh-powered rifle or a shot- 


gun with slugs can cover the distance 
between gun hunters and deer, the bow 
hunter has to rely on camouflage, long 
hours of waiting or quiet stalking to in- 


and still fall as a hunter, simply because 
shooting at targets in a straight line with 
a bow differs greatly from shooting down 
at an angle, as Is often required in this 
sport. 


The novice bow hunter should take to 


the field for some pre-season practice, 
trying his hand at various targets under 
simulated hunting conditions. Making 
imaginary game targets out of clumps of 
grass or sand piles and learning to Judge 
distance can make the difference be- 
tween success and failure when the sea- 
son Is under way.

The bow hunter also must be more pre- 


cise In placing his shots in order to down 
large game. 


Bow hunting is increasing in popularity 


because the hunting seasons often come 
earlier than gun seasons and last longer, 
giving the hunter an increased chance of 
success. 


The deer hunter who takes up a bow 


has the advantage of hunting during the 
bow season, and If unsuccessful, can al- 
ways resort to a gun and hunt that sea- 
son, thus doubling his chance for suc- 
cess. 


Another reason bow hunting is enjoy- 


ing an increase in popularity is because 
many hunters, especially deer hunters, 
are becoming fed up with the influx of 
"city" hunters to their 'favorite areas 
during the gun season. Bow hunting al- 
lows them an early crack at trophy deer 
without the competition often experi- 
enced during the gun season. 


Many also believe bow hunting Is safer 


for the hunter. However, the hunter still 
must take certain safety precautions. 
Since camouflage Is so important to the 
bow hunter, the archer must be even 
more certain that the target he has cho- 
sen Is wild game and not another hunter. 


Also, novice,bowmen should know that 


broadhead hunting arrows should never 
be carried in a bow quiver that leaves 
the broadhead exposed. A hunter could 
trip and fall, severely cutting himself on 
the broadheads, resulting in serious loss 
of blood, even death. 


One of the biggest mistakes the novice 


often makes is entering the field without 
a spare bowstring or a sharpener for his 
broadheads. 


Unlike gun hunting, it often Is helpful 


once in the field for the bow hunter to 
take occasional practice shots when pos- 
sible at imaginary targets. It keeps his 
muscles ready and his shooting eye 
sharp for when game does appear. 


Bow hunting was a means of survival 


long before the gun was invented, and 
quality equipment available today in- 
creases the hunters odds of success.

Even a slight breeze 
woulf cause these decoys to "wobble" or 
rock back and forth In the water. Believ- 


ing this poor design could be improved, 
Wirtz made his first decoy with a flat 
bottom and a long, deep keel 


For nearly 50 years, Tex Wlrtz has 


been one of the finest decoy carvers lo 
America. Each bird is faithfully and 
painstakingly carved with amazingly 
likelike detail, then the feathers are 
hand-painted to duplicate nature in wood. 
Decoys carved by Tex Wirtz are dis- 
played In museums across the country 
and are highly prizes by waterfowlers.

The addition of a second dog 


Many dog owners have found that

Planners to study request tonight 
Mini-warehouse zone laws sought

The Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 


will be asked tonight to recommend what 
zoning regulations would apply to mini- 
warehouses if developers want to build 
them adjacent to residential complexes. 


The commission will discuss the mat- 


ter at a workshop session at 8 p.m. In the 
village hall, SO Raupp Blvd. Village Ad- 
ministrative Assistant William Balling 
said he recently spoke with developers 


who asked if small warehouses would be 
feasible near residential developments. 


Mini-warehouses are garage-type stor- 


age facilities designed primarily for 
townhouse and apartment residents and 
are usually rented on a monthly basis. 


BALLING REFERRED to minl-ware- 


houses as "a new concept," noting that 
they have not been built in any other 
Northwest suburb. 


"If you owned a townhouse and needed 


it, you could use it to store your boat or 
additional luggage or whatever you'd 
store in your basement," he said. 


Balling said the plans usually include 


provisions for a live-in maintenance-se- 
curity person. 


Although no developers 
have ap- 


proached, the village board for per- 
mission to bring mini-warehouses to the 
village, Balling said he will seek plan 
commission recommendations so he "can 


advise future Inquiries of this type that 
the proposed zoning class is whatever it 
turns out to be." 


The 380-unit Cambridge-on-the-Lake 


development would probably be the most 
likely site for a mini-warehouse hi Buf- 
falo Grove, Balling said, though no spe- 
cific plans have been submitted. 


The plan commission's recommenda- 


tion of a suitable zoning category for 
mini-warehouses will be turned over to 
the village board.

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Bank, shop center planned 
for Arlington Heights Rd. 


Suburban banking magnate Gerald 


Fitzgerald plans to build a bank and 
shopping center on Arlington Heights 
Road just south of Palatine Road in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


The development, to be named the Vil- 


lage Crossings, will have in addition to 
the bank, a 50-lane bowling alley with a 
lounge, a ski and sports shop, a bicycle 
shop and a health club. Plans submitted 
by Fitzgerald's planners, Tedd Meyer, 
Harrington, showed the shops in a mall 
arrangement. 


The plans were presented Tuesday af- 


ternoon at a meeting between Fitzger- 
ald's representatives and members of 
the plat and subdivision subcommittee of 
the Arlington Heights Plan Commission. 


JOHN BEST, village plan engineer, 


said major questions remain about the 
proposed center. The most important is 
the determination of whether the plan 
represents the best use of the land, Best 
said. 


The property, presently unincorpo- 


rated, is bounded on the north by Jack 
Jacob's proposed Robert Hall Village 
mall and to the south by Arlington North 
subdivision. 


Landscaping and fencing could be used 


to divide the development from the ad- 
joining residential area, said Meyer. 


A traffic study and a flood control plan 


will be required, Best said. 


Meyer said a cooperative flood control 


plan would be worked out with the Ja- 


cobs' engineer to encompass both shop- 
ping centers. He also said a traffic study 
of the area would be made prior to the 
scheduled hearing before the plan com- 
mission on Oct. 23. 


FITZGERALD, OF INVERNESS, is 


chairman of the Suburban Bank Group. 
He just received a charter for his Roselle 
bank, the seventh area community where 
he has operations. 


According to Fitzgerald's representa- 


tives at the meeting, application has 
been made for a charter and the group is 
awaiting federal approval of a permit to 
organize the bank. The name Suburban 
National Bank of Arlington Heights has 
been selected by Fitzgerald. 


The Fitzgerald group is asking for an- 


nexation to the village with rezoning to 
permit the commercial development.

Jack Slcgel 
argued that other motions already on filo 
in the case Indicated the villages would 
be able to object not only to specific 
areas Included within the proposed 
boundaries but also to the entire concept 
of a referendum to Incorporate the city. 


TUESDAY'S COURT session Included 


brief testimony from PHIA President 
Jack Gllllgan. He said he found only one 
name on the Incorporation petition which 


he could not verify as a registered voter, 
using county records. Gllllgan was on the 
witness stand when the case was contin- 
ued last May. 


The judge reserved a ruling on wheth- 


er to admit into evidence a map pre- 
pared by the U.S. Census Bureau which 
Indicated the population of the proposed 
city Is more than 10,600. Comcrford said 
he would study the map before ruling be- 
cause several of the objecting village at- 
torneys said the map was ambiguous and 
was not really a public record. 


According to state statutes, a popu- 


lation of at least 7,500 is required for an 
area to incorporate. 


Gllllgan's testimony and the map 


marked the end of the primary case that 
Krcgcr will present on behalf of the in- 
corporation petition. 


The objectors will begin their testi- 


mony Monday with a second session 
scheduled for Sept. 23. The objectors in- 
clude Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Northbrook, owners of Pal- 
Waukce Airport, the Holiday Inn of 
Northbrook, Allgaucr's Fireside Restau- 
rant and a group of homeowners who 
live near Schoenbcck and Hlntz roads 
and who have petitioned for annexation 
to Wheeling.

"very embarrassing" for Terri Bockraan 
who spent the summer In Brazil as a for- 
eign exchange student. 


"I didn't meet anyone who liked Nix- 


on," sho said. When he resigned, people 
there wcro overjoyed and Tcrri said she 
felt uncomfortable. Tho Brazilians wcro 
afraid they would offend her and Tcrrl 
said sho didn't know what to say. 


But aside from the resignation, Terry 


says her two-month stay in Brazil was 
"terrific." "I was always given a warm 
reception when people found out I was an 
American," 


TERIU IS THE first foreign-exchange 


student sponsored by Rolling Meadows 
High School. She was graduated from the 
school last semester and will bcgn class- 
es at Harper College this fall. 


Tcrri says the Brazilians she met like 


America. Tho people — especially the 
young people — have adopted some of 
America's culture. "Thcro's lots of 
American music," said Tcrrl, adding 
that blue jeans and work shirts are the 
rage with Brazilian teen-agers. Several 
American movies were being shown, she 
said. Including "Paper Chose," "Scr- 
pico." and "2001A Space Odyssey." 


Tcrrl lived with the Jose Corrcq family 


in Victoria, Brazil. She and their daugh- 
ter, Theresa. 21,spcnt their days shop- 
ping and sightseeing. At night they* 
joined friends at the cafes along tho 
white sand beaches. 


When the people there "found out I 


was an American they went crazy," sho 
said. Many young people learn English in 
school and are anxious to practice the 
langugo in conversation. 


THE BRAZILIAN countryside is beau- 


tiful, said Tcrrl. She and ISO other Amer- 
ican students spent tho first three days 
of the foreign-exchange tour in Rio do 
Janeiro. Sho then traveled 200 miles 
north to Victoria. It's an island city con- 
nected to the mainland by a scries of 
bridges. 


None of the members of her host fami- 


ly spoke English. "I learned Portuguese 
really fast. I didn't know a word of It." 


In the United States, "so many things 


are taken for granted," she said. Brazilian 
homes do not have hot water and the 
family had their clothes washed once a 
week by a woman who lived In the near- 
by mountains. There were no canned 
goods, she added, but there were plenty 
of fresh fruits and vegetables. Food was

The grocery stores are the first target 


of a newly-formed Governor's Consumer 
Advocate's Office, which also plans to 
look Into landlord-tenant relations, auto 
dealership practices and other consumer 
concerns. 


Mary Ellen Donaghy of the Chicago of- 


fice said Tuesday night food store sur- 
veys will begin Oct. 2 and continue twice 
a month in alternating Chicago area lo- 
cations "to show where the lowest prices 
arc." She said as a corollary benefit, the 
consumer group hopes "to introduce 
competition" among the National, Jewel, 
Certified, Domlnlck's and A&P food 
chains. 


Miss Donaghy made the comments at 


a meeting of the Northwest Suburban 
Council of the consumer advocate's of- 


fice In Schaumburg. Although the meet- 
ing was open to volunteers and the gen- 
eral public, only two persons attended. 
Irene Petke, chairman of the local coun- 
cil, which serves 12 townships including 
the Northwest suburbs, said the council 
has 24 volunteers. 


JUDY SULLIVAN, a representative of 


the Chicago office, characterized land- 
lord-tenant relations and auto dealership 
practices as among the primary con- 
cerns of Northwest suburban residents. 


She indicated that councils in other 


parts of the state have conducted sur- 
veys of doctors, service stations and oth- 
er businesses on behalf of consumer. 


"Consumers really have a lot of pow- 


er," she said. "But they have to learn 
how to use it. The more involved you 
become, the more you find how far Illi- 
nois is behind as compared to other 
states." 


The statewide council system was au- 


thorized about a year ago by Gov. Daniel 
Walker to: 


• Involve direct citizen participation 


between the state and citizens. 


• Advocate state programs and legisla- 


tion geared to protect consumers. 


• Inquire into the activities of Illinois 


businesses. 


• Assist consumers in efforts to obtain 


satisfactory services. 


• Survey communities to determine 


consumers' needs. 


Mrs. Petke said the council differed

High taxes, inflation blamed 


4Low profit' expected at race track

Despite total wagering this summer of 


nearly $138 million, Arlington Park Race 
Track may wind up with less than half a 
million dollars net profit, said Track 
Pres. John F. Loome. 


Loome blamed high taxes, inflation 


and back taxes due the State of Illinois 
for cutting into the race track's profits. 
But he still termed 1974's record-break- 
ing leason "fantastic." 


"It shows that the potential is there if 


properly nurtured," he said. 


Betting at Arlington Park was up 21 


per cent this year compared to the race 
track's 1973 meeting, and attendance 
rose 18 per cent. 


In 1973, Arlington Park reported a 


profit of $357,000 on total revenue of 
$14.45 million. Poor racing dates and the 
resulting slack in attendance were 
blamed for last year's poor profit pic- 
ture. 


IN 1D60 ,by contrast, a net profit of $2.3 


million was recorded on total revenue of 
$19 million. 


In addition to taxes on this year's pari- 


mutuel betting, Madison Square Garden 
Corp., which owns Arlington Park, has a 
$5.6 million debt to the state, built up 
during the years 1966 to 1971. 


Madison Square Garden has agreed to 


pay $1 million a year for the next five 
years, plus Interest. 


The settiemtn grew out of a lawsuit 


filed by Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott, 
charging that Chicago Thoroughbred En-

Unlimited trash 
pickup could 
halt dumping 


Unlimited / arbage-collection service 


for residents .1 Palatine Township may 
be the solution tp a dumping problem in 
open areas of tho township this summer. 


The Palatine Township Board of Audi- 


tors, at its meeting Monday night, asked 
Browning-Ferris Industries of Illinois 
Inc., which services the Village of Pala- 
tine and the township, for a cost estimate 
for unlimited garbage pickup for town- 
ship residents. 


A representative from the company 


said estimated costs for the extended 
service would be presented to the board 
at its Oct. 14 meeting. 


The company currently services vil- 


lage residents with unlimited garbage 
pickup for approximately $8.25 a house- 
bold every three months. Township resi- 
dents receive limited garbage pickup 
service. 


LIMITED SERVICE is restricted to 


household garbage items that are dis- 
posed of in daily use. Unlimited pickup 
service means that Browning-Ferris will 
pick up any kind of refuse except for 
concrete building materials. 


The availability of unlimited refuse 


service would eliminate the need for 
township residents to dispose of bulky 
and heavy items by throwing them in 
open areas, township officials said. 


The township board requested in June 


that the Illinois Attorney General's Of- 
fice, Environmental Control Division, 
identify and prosecute owners of several 
illegal dumping sites in the township. 
State investigators have identified many 
of the property owners and have ordered 
them to clean up their lots.

Negotiations between city officials and 


the Ocs Plalncs Park District over the 
purchase of park property on Pearson 
Street which sits in the midst of down- 
town redevelopment has taken another 
turn. 


Mayor Herbert H. Bchrcl said Tuesday 


that the park district has requested time 
to make a formal presentation to the en- 
tire city council on Oct 7 regarding the 
sale of land to the city. 


The park district presently uses the 


building at 748 Pearson St. as its ad- 
ministrative center. 


A number of proposals have been 


tossed back and forth between the city 
and the park district over purchase of 
the land. The land will eventually be- 
come part of a parking lot for the pro- 
posed Superblock. The city and the DCS 
Plalncs Redevelopment Assn. have ob- 
tained four other parcels near the corner 
of Pearson Street and Prairie Avenue for 
the parking lot. 


Talks between the two aides have run 


onto hard times lately since a political 
battle has developed between Bchrcl and 
Park Dlst. Pres. Thomas Mahon. Mahon, 
also city treasurer, has been critical of 
the redevelopment project in the past 
and has drawn some criticism from Boh- 
rel. 


Park District Director Robert Kunkcl 


sold Tuesday the district's board of com- 
missioners is preparing a letter to be read 
to the city council. 


"Our board feels that the city proposal 


is not as close as we should be on the 
sale of the property," he sold. Kunkel 
declined to elaborate on the details of the 
letter. 


BEIIREL ALSO said ho does not know 


what the park district intends to discuss 
with the city council. 


"I guess they do not want to negotiate 


with me anymore," the mayor sold al- 
luding to his disagreement with Mahon. 


The city has offered to lease space to 


the park district in the new city hall, but 
that had been rejected by the district.

At public hearing Sept. 21 
LWV to consider city manager question

The Des Plaines chapter of the League 


of Women Voters will conduct a public 
hearing Sept. 21 on the question of creat- 
ing a city manager form of government 
here. 


The group hopes to stimulate other lo- 


cal organizations to become Involved in 
discussions on possible governmental 
changes. 


The meeting is scheduled from 10 a.m. 


to noon in the council chamber of Des 
Plaines City Hall, 1412 Miner St. The 
LWV last spring formed a study group to 
look at the possibility of hiring a city 
manager as well as consider options for 
other ways of reorganizing city govern- 
ment. 


THE GROUP INTENDS to present its 


findings to the general membership at 
unit meetings set for Sept. 25 and Oct. 2 
and 9, which also arc open to the public. 
If there is a consensus following the unit 
meetings, the LWV will recommend a 
course of action. 


Through the public hearing Sept. 21, 


the league hopes to gain input from the 
community to use in formulating its rec- 
ommendation and stimulate other organi- 
zations to either work with the LWV in 
its study or undertake research of their 
own. 


"Effective changes in city government 


are not going to come about just because 
of UK city council and the League of 
Women Voters," said Sue D'Hondt, co- 
chairman of the city government study 
committee, along with Mary Ann Rand- 
by. "We need the interest of the citi- 
zens." 


The cochairman of the city govern- 


ment study group plus LWV Pres. Lo- 
relei Weller called a press conference 
Monday morning to announce the public 
hearing. 


The three women said, to their knowl- 


edge, the league Is the only community 
organization thus far to become involved 
in discussions on possible city govern- 
ment changes. 


ALTHOUGH THE study group is focus- 


Ing on future operations of the mayor's 
office after Mayor Herbert H. Behrel's 
term expires in April, 1977, the com- 
mittee also will delve into possible alter- 
ations of the duties of city clerk, treas- 
urer and reorganizing the aldermanic 
system. 


With an eye on a probable April, 1975 


referendum to coincide with the alder- 
manic election, the LWV will attempt In 
the next several months to solicit opinion 
on various governmental structures and 
acquaint residents with the workings of 
each form. 


The League already has sought input 


from aldermen, city government depart- 
ment heads and their assistants. 


"In this state of flux, with the city just 


beginning the process of redevelopment, 
we have to begin to plan for the future," 
Mrs. D'Hondt said. "We want to know 
how the community feels — where the 
interest lies." 


Mayor wants detailed plans 
for Mill-River connector 


Des Plaines Mayor Herbert H. Bebrel 


said he has ordered detailed plans on the 
proposed connector road between Mill 
and River streets so he can begin serious 
talks with landowners to obtain the nec- 
essary right-of-way.

They argued the 
road should be located at the east end of 
the block adjacent ,to land owned by the 
Cook County Forest Preserve District 


Both men said they received com- 


plaints from residents of their ward pro- 
testing the mid-block location. 


PAUL KRON, an architect represent- 


ing the builder, balked at relocating his 
building for a second time to make room 
for the street at the east end of the land. 


Besides obtaining the property from 


Kron, the city will also have to negotiate 
with tho Moehling family for another 
parcel of land to complete the street. 


Behrel said Tuesday he has hopes of 


obtaining the land at no cost. 


"I am not dreaming when I say that. I 


think it is a possibility," he noted. 


However, Margaret Moehling, whose 


family owns the land on River Street 
which abuts the Mill Street condominium 
complex, said she would expect payment 
for the land. 


BEHREL SAID he hopes to avoid a 


major confrontation over obtaining the 
property. 


"Maybe the quickest way would be to 


pay both parties for the land," Behrel 
said. He said he would expect the city to 
pay a fair price for the land. 


Behrel and Other city officials have 


called for the connector street because a 
proposed overpass would take River 
Road over Miner Street and the Chicago 
and North Western Ry. tracks. 


The proposed overpass, which has 


been bogged down by a lack of state and 
federal funds and citizen protest, would 
block entrance and exit for Mill'Street 
residents onto River Road.

Parks have recreation in mind 
Better use sought for retention areas 


Elk Grove Park District officials have 


asked for a meeting with tho village 
board to discuss plans for future flood- 
retention areas, which tho park district 
believes can be put to better use as rec- 
reation facilities. 


"Water retention ponds are a relative- 


ly new thing for our village," said Park 
Board Pres. Lewis Smith. 


"The park district usually ends up 


owning the pond. We are of course great- 
ly concerned about what it is supposed to 
accomplish and what It will cost the park 
district to keep it effectively working." 
said Smith. 


Smith said he walked the area around 


the Nerge Road retention pond construct- 
ed by Centex Homes Corp. and saw 
many problems. "We will probably be 
asked to accept the deed to the pond 
area and will be expected to maintain 
it," said Smith. 


"I FEEL THAT retention ponds, nor- 


mally a storm water storage facility, are 
in reality a part of a storm water sewer

ino r 
ancf r seriously worry about spending 
park district funds for it's maintenance," 
said Smith. "However, if it can be used . 
as a recreational facility as well, there. 
could be some justification to spending 
park district funds," he added. 


Smith said the Nerge Road retention 


pond poses several questions from the 
park districts viewpoint. These are: 


• Is it as effective as it was designed 


to be and what happens if it fills with 
silt? 


• What measures have been taken to 


control bank erosion? Smith said the 
banks were 
supposedly seeded but 


the area shows no signs of grass growth 
and is crroded and weed covered. 


• Has the builder constructed proper 


access pathways between homes? 


SMITH SAID LAND consultants lured 


by the park district have advised the dis- 
trict not to accept any retention pond un- 
til upstream construction is completed. 
He explained that tho pond can fill with 


silt seriously limiting Its retention ca- 
pabilities. 


"In the case of the Nerge Road reten- 


tion pond construction is still going 
on around it and upstream," said Smith. 


Smith said the village and park district 


have in the past cooperated and will con- 
tinue to work together to ensure that wa- 
ter storage areas like the Nerge Road 
pond serve a flood control purpose and 
arc an asset to the community and park 
district. 


Students in township high 
schools increase by 9.4% 
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Enrollment in High School Dist. 211 in- 


creased by about 0.4 per cent this year, 
with a total of 10,137 students attending 
five district high schools. Marvin Plate, 
director of research and planning in Dist. 
211 said the student population will con- 
tinue to rise" for several years. "We're 
going to ride right up to 1980 on a wave," 
and the district needs to build a sixth 
high school, he said. 


Enrollment increased by 12.7 per cent 


in 1970 when Dist. 211 had 7,205 students 
in its schools. It increased by 9.7 per cent 
in 1971 to 7,901 students, 8.9 per cent in 
1972 to 8,606 students, and 7.7 per cent in 
1973 to 9,269 students. Plate predicts the 
district will continue to gain 800 students 
per year for "quite a number of years." 


DIST. 211 high schools are fed by stu- 


dents from elementary schools in Pala- 
tine and Schaumburg townships. Enroll- 
ment in many Palatine schools has de- 
clined this year, and especially in the 
lower grades. Enrollment in Schaumburg 
schools, while still increasing, is begin- 
ning to grow more slowly. 


The trend in'enrollment in Dist. 211 


should be down, says Plato, but "I think 
what has happened is we have proved to 
defy all the trends. We keep growing 
anyway." Plate said "these are facts 
that are going to make it tough to sell 
our bond referendum." 


Dist. 211 has tentatively scheduled a 


bond referendum for October to raise 
funds for a sixth high school and refurb- 
ish the district's five other schools. 
"Growth is guaranteed for at least six 
years," said Plate. 


Two high schools in the Palatine area 


are already crowded. "Palatine is carry- 
ing more than it should and Fremd is 
getting close to its limit. We need num- 
ber six," said Plate. The sixth high 
school is scheduled to open in Palatine in 
1977. 


Elementary school enrollment up 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 has in- 


creased by 857 students for the 1974-75 
school year, bringing enrollment to a 
record 16,385 students. 


Last June, 15,528 students were en- 


rolled In the district. The new enrollment 
figure represents a 5.5 per cent increase 
over last year's figure. 


Over the past five yers the district 


has increased by 800 to 1,000 students 
each year, said Milton Derr, associate 
superintendent. 
Although this year's 


growth is less than last year's 1,049 in- 
crease, it Is still within the anticipated 
growth range, he said. 


Although complete enrollment figures 


for the individual schools were not avail- 
able last week, Derr said Frost Junior 


Plate said Dist 211's growth comes 


from two sources. Each year elementary 
schools graduate a larger number of stu- 
dents from eighth grade which means 
the high school enrollment increases. 


The district also received a large num- 


ber of new high school students whose 
families have just moved into the area. 
They "move in and scatter across all 
grades," he said. 


PLATE SAID the referendum would 


help the district reach "effective, ef- 
ficient sizing" of all the schools hi the 
district and if the district would bring all 
its buildings up to par, it might not need 
to build a seventh high school. 


Of the 10,137 students in Dist. 211 this 


year, 1,960 are at Palatine High School, 
2,617 at Fremd, 2,276 at Coant, 1,746 at 


High School in Schaumburg had an unan- 
ticipated growth of 92 students. 


THE DISTRICT also opened two new 


schools this year: Einstein Elementary 
School in Hanover Park with 523 students 
and Hoover Elementary 
School in 


Schaumburg with 806 students. Derr said 
the anticipated enrollment for Hoover 
was about 600, which shows an unexpect- 
ed increase of about 200 students. 


He also said Schaumburg (Elementary 


School's enrollment went down 100 stu- 
dents from 711 to 611 this year and Mule 
Elementary School increased from 344 to 
392 students. 


He said part of the changed enrollment 


f i g u r e s resulted from boundaries 
changed due to the new two new schools. 


Schaumburg, and 1,480 at Hoffman Es- 
tates High School About 58 students are 
enrolled in special educational programs 
outside the five schools.

Incorporation 
foes get chance 
to tell objections 


Villages and Individuals who oppose 


the incorporation of the City of Prospect 
Heights will have a chance to spell out 
their objections, a Circuit Court judge 
ruled Tuesday. 


However, the judge also ruled that 


the 
Incorporation-sponsoring Prospect 


Heights Improvement Asm. will be able 
to change Its Incorporation petition to ex- 
clude street that tho objecting villages 
prove arc within their municipal service 
areas. 


Judge Harry Comcrford made his rul- 


ings after hearing arguments from PH1A 
attorney Donald Krcgcr, who said the 
villages waived their rights to spell out 
objections when they allowed Krcgcr to 
begin his case In favor of holding an In- 
corporation referendum. 


Wheeling Village Atty. Paul Homer 


and Arlington Heights Atty. Jack Slegel 
argued that other motions already on file 
in the case indicated tho villages would 
be able to object not only to specific 
areas Included within tho proposed 
boundaries but also to tho entire concept 
of a referendum to incorporate the city. 


TUESDAY'S COUHT session included 


hrlcf testimony from PIIIA President 
Jack Gllllgan. He said ho found only one 
name on the Incorporation petition which 


he could not verify as a registered voter, 
using county records. Gllligan was on the 
witness stand when the case was contin- 
ued last May. 


The judge reserved a ruling on wheth- 


er to admit into evidence a map pre- 
pared by the U.S. Census Bureau which 
Indicated the population of the proposed 
city is more than 10,600. Comerford said 
he would study the map before ruling be- 
cause several of the objecting village at- 
torneys said tho map was ambiguous and 
was not really a public record. 


According to state statutes, a popu- 


lation of at least 7,500 Is required for an 
area to Incorporate. 


Gllllgon's testimony and the map 


marked the end of the primary case that 
Krcgcr will present on behalf of the in- 
corporation petition. 


The objectors will begin their testi- 


mony Monday with a second session 
scheduled for Sept. 23. The objectors in- 
clude Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights, 
Wheeling, Northbrook, owners of Pal- 
Waukec Airport, the Holiday Inn of 
Northbrook, Allgaucr's Fireside Restau- 
rant and a group of homeowners who 
live near Schoonbeck and Hintz roads 
and who have petitioned for annexation 
to Wheeling.

The Palatine Park District and tho 


Palatine Rural Park District moved a 
.8tcp closer toward merging Tuesday 
.night as commissioners agreed to consid- 
er separate ordinances that must be 
adopted by both parks boards to com- 
plcto tho merger. 


Five Palatine district commissioners 


and one rural district commissioner met 
at Palatine Hills Golf Course for tho sec- 
ond formal discussion of marriage plans 
for the two park systems. 


The April 1, 1973, target date for the 


merger was set to coincide with the fis- 
cal year beginning ot both park districts. 


JAMES JONES, president of the Pala- 


tine Park District board, voiced the 
apparent consensus of commissioners 
saying "there are moro areas of agree- 
ment than disagreement, and more areas 
of advantages than dlsavantagcs in a 
possible merger. Something will be 
worked out." 


Commissioners agreed that a merger 


would bo beneficial since the rural dis- 
trict is planning development of Its first 
park site, and could use the expertise of 
tho Palatine district staff. 


Rural district residents would have ac- 


cess to park facilities closer to their 
homes although their present estimated 
tax of 23 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation would increase with a merger. A 
merger would probably lower taxes, 
however, for Palatine Park District res- 
dlents, officials have said. 


The park officials are required to de- 


cide how many commissioners will be on 
the surviving park district board after a 
merger, and how many commissioners 
from each of the two merging boards 
keep office.

number on the new board. Comr. Eugene 
Dorsh of the rural district said he would 
discuss the makeup of the new board 
with commissioners in his district. No 
date was set for a third merger meeting. 


The proposal arose when tho Village of 


Palatine announced possible annexation 
of three northern subdivisions that con- 
stitute a major portion of the rural dis- 
trict. The two districts can merge if each 
board approves by a two-thirds vote. 


Palatine voters Tuesday approved a li- 


brary referendum allowing the formation 
of a Palatine Public Library District. 


Of the total 565 residents who cast bal- 


lots, 436 voted in favor of the library dis- 
trict. The vote represents only four per 
cent of all registered Palatine voters. 


The approved referendum must be fur- 


ther approved by a Circuit Court judge 
before a library district can be formed. 
The decision is expected to take several 
months. 


The largest turnout was.at Paddock 


School where 145 persons voted. Turnout 
at other polling places included: Winston 
Churchill School, 75; Sanborn School, 
121; St. Joseph's Home, 126; St. Thomas 
of Vtllanova School, 98.

Township seeks cost-estimate 
Unlimited pickups may halt dumping 


Unlimited garbage-collection service 


for residents in Palatine Township may 
be the solution to a dumping problem in 
open areas of the township this summer. 


The Palatine Township Board of Audi- 


tors, at its meeting Monday night, asked 
Browning-Ferris Industries of Illinois 
Inc., which services the Village of Pala- 
tine and the township, for a cost estimate 
for unlimited garbage pickup for town- 
ship residents. 


A representative from the company 


said estimated costs for the extended 
service would be presented to the board 
at its Oct. 14 meeting. 


The company currently services vil- 


lage residents with unlimited garbage 
pickup for approximately $8.25 a house- 
hold every three months. Township resi- 


dents receive limited garbage pickup 
service. 


LIMITED SERVICE is restricted to 


household garbage items that are dis- 
posed of in daily use. Unlimited pickup 
service means that Browning-Ferris will 
pick up any kind of refuse except for 
concrete building materials. 


The availability of unlimited refuse 


service would eliminate the need for 
township residents to dispose of bulky 
and heavy Hems by throwing them in 
open areas, township officials said. 


The township board requested in June 


that the Illinois Attorney General's Of- 
fice, Environmental Control Division, 
identify and prosecute owners of several 
illegal dumping sites in the township. 
State investigators have identified many 


of the property owners and have ordered 
them to clean up their lots. 


The Attorney General's office has in- 


formed township officials that township 
officials have the power to prosecute and 
fine under state law. 


THE STATUTE allows the state or any 


unit of local government to fine violators 
no less than $10 and no more than $50 for 
the first littering offense, and up to $500 
for the third offense. 


Littered lots in the township that are 


being investigated by the state arc lo- 
cated on Nicholas Road west of Hicks 
Road; a lot on the west and another lot 
on the cast side of Palos Road between 
Glencoe and Winnetka Road; and a lot of 
Quentin Road near Colfax Street.

Enrollment in High School Dist. 211 in- 


creased by about 9.4 per cent this year, 
with a total of 10,137 students attending 
five district high schools.

The tint municipal property tax levied 


in several yean was approved by a 7-2 
vote of the Rolling Meadows City Council 
Tuesday night. 


Although the levy could cost $8 to $9 


per year (or the average homeowner in 
property taxes. Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
indicated the actual bill probably will bo 
much lower than thai. 


The levy Is to supply $1,000,476 In reve- 


nue in the first of four years and $83,403 
in the final year. Meyer said $33,000 still 


is available in the city budget for land 
purchase, and additional funds can be 
taken from the estimated $100,000 federal 
revenue-sharing fund for next year. 


The levy is to finance payment for 6.7 


acres of land near Northwest Highway 
and Rohlwing Road purchased Aug. 30 at 
a cost of $321,000. A possible use for the 
land is for a municipally owned refuse 
incinerator. 


IP THE $33,000 land purchase fund and 


revenue-shoring funds are used for the 


Home rule still a question 
City faces redistricting 
of wards after census 


Rolling Meadows Is virtually certain to 


face ward redistricting after completion 
of the special city census now in prog- 
ress. Whether it has the 23,000 residents 
needed for home-rule status Is not yet 
known. 


Betty O'Connor, special census super- 


visor, said Tuesday she sees "no prob- 
lem" in certifying a 23,000 population for 
the city from trends already evident in 
the head count. Whether the census totals 
moro than 23,000 "depends on the apart- 
ment complexes," she said. "That's the 
majority of what we have left to cover 
now," she added. The total as of Tuesday 
morning was 14.000. 


The population as of the 1070 regular 


census was 10,178. 


Although Mrs. O'Connor had antici- 


pated finishing homo visits Tuesday 
night, she said It now appears census 
takers wilt bo making calls through 
Wednesday. Preliminary totals should bo 
available to city officials by Sept. 20, al- 
though official results will not be avail- 
able for 60 days. 


TUB MOST IMMEDIATE result of the 


population increase will be a require- 
ment, that the city rcdistrict its wards, 
and Increase membership on the city 
council from the current 10 aldermen to 
14. State statutes require five wards for 
cities of less than 20,000 persons, and 


seven wards for cities with 20,000 to 
30,000 population. 


The redistricting would have to be ac- 


complished by Jan. 31,1975, to meet stat- 
utory deadlines of 74 days prior to the 
next city election, which will be in April. 


A population increase to 23,000 persons 


also would mean increases of 21% in 
the city's per-caplta rebates from state 
Income and motor fuel taxes. These now 
total $17,000 monthly, sold City Mgr. 
James E. Watson, who estimated the In- 
crease at $3,400 per month. This would 
moro than reimburse the city for the cost 
of the special census, about $8,000. 


Watson said he would be "a little dis- 


appointed" If the final total is not closer 
to 24,000. Ho had hoped to reach the 
homo rule level, although he said he 
knew "It would be a rather close count." 


ATTAINING 
HOME RULE status 


probably would not precipitate a "tre- 
mendous change in policies, procedures 
or taxes," said Watson. "I expect we 
would go on Just about as we have been 
going on," he said. 


The main advantage of winning home 


rule status Is a broadening of municipal 
powers from areas the Illinois General 
Assembly has specifically delegated to 
municipalities to areas the legislature 
has not specifically barred from them, 
said Watson.

brary. In addition the council already 
has approved a tax appropriation ordi- 
nance of almost $1 million for next year. 
This includes a general fund hike of 
$225,000. This levy also could be abated 
by Dec. 31 if other city revenues appear 
sufficient to pay expenses.

Township seeks cost estimate 
Unlimited pickups may halt dumping 


Unlimited garbage-collection service 


for residents in Palatine Township may 
be the solution to a dumping problem In 
open areas of the township this summer. 


The Palatine Township Board of Audi- 


tors, at its meeting Monday night, asked 
Browning-Ferris Industries of Illinois 
Inc., which services the Village of Pala- 
tine and the township, for a cost estimate 
for unlimited garbage pickup for town- 
ship residents. 


A representative from the company 


said estimated costs for the extended 
service would be presented to the board 
at Its Oct. 14 meeting. 


The company currently services vil- 


lage residents with unlimited garbage 
pickup for approximately $8.25 a house- 
hold every three months. Township resi- 


dents receive limited garbage pickup 
service. 


LIMITED SERVICE is restricted to 


household garbage items that are dis- 
posed of in daily use. Unlimited pickup 
service means that Browning-Ferris will 
pick up any kind of refuse except for 
concrete building materials. 


The availability of unlimited refuse 


service would eliminate the need for 
township residents to dispose of bulky 
and heavy items by throwing them in 


• open areas, township officials said. 


The township board requested in June 


that the Illinois Attorney General's Of- 
fice, Environmental Control Division, 
identify and prosecute owners of several 
illegal dumping sites in the township. 
State investigators have identified many 


of the property owners and have ordered 
them to clean up their lots. 


The Attorney General's office has in- 


formed township officials that township 
officials have the power to prosecute and 
fine under state law. 


THE STATUTE allows the state or any 


unit of local government to fine violators 
no less than $10 and no more than $50 for 
the first littering offense, and up to $500 
for the third offense. 


Littered lots in the township that are 


being investigated by the state are lo- 
cated on Nicholas Road west of Hicks 
Road; a lot on the west and another lot 
on the east side of Palos Road between 
Glencoe and Winnetka Road; and a lot of 
Quentin Road near Colfax Street. 


Students in township high 
schools increase by 9.4% 


Enrollment in High School Dist. 211 in- 


creased by about 9.4 per cent this year, 
with a total of 10,137 students attending 
five district high schools. Marvin Plate, 
director of research and planning hi Dist. 
211 said the student population will con- 
tinue to rise for several years. "We're 
going to ride right up to 1980 on a wave," 
and the district needs to build a sixth 
high school, he said. 


Enrollment increased by 12.7 per cent 


in 1970 when Dist. 211 had 7,205 students 
in its schools. It increased by 9.7 per cent 
in 1971 to 7,901 students, 8.9 per cent in 
1972 to 8,606 students, and 7.7 per cent in 
1973 to 9,269 students. Plate predicts the 
district will continue to gain 800 students 
per year for "quite a number of years." 


DIST. 211 high schools are fed by stu- 


dents from elementary schools hi Pala- 
tine and Schaumburg townships. Enroll- 
ment in many Palatine schools has de- 
clined this year, and especially in the 


lower grades. Enrollment in Schaumburg 
schools, while still increasing, is begin- 
ning to grow more slowly. 


The trend in enrollment in Dist. 211 


should be down, says Plate, but "I think 
what has happened Is we have proved to 
defy all the trends. We keep growing 
anyway." Plate said "these are facts 
that are going to-make it tough to sell 
our bond referendum." 


Dist. 211 has tentatively scheduled a 


bond referendum for October to raise 
funds for a sixth high school and refurb- 
ish the district's five other schools. 
"Growth Is guaranteed for at least six 
years," said Plate. 


Two high schools in the Palatine area 


are already crowded. "Palatine is carry- 
ing more than it should and Fremd is 
getting close to its limit. We need num- 
ber six," said Plate. The sixth high 
school is scheduled to open in Palatine in 
1977. 


Plate said Dist. 211's growth comes 


from two sources. Each year elementary 
schools graduate a larger number of stu- 
dents from eighth grade which means 
the high school enrollment increases. 


The district also received a large num- 


ber of new high school students whose 
families have just moved into the area. 
They "move in and scatter across all 
grades," he said. 


PLATE SAID the referendum would 


help the district reach "effective, ef- 
ficient sizing" of all the schools in the 
district and if the district would bring all 
its buildings up to par, it might not need 
to build a seventh high school. 


Of the 10,137 students in Dist. 211 this 


year, 1,960 are at Palatine High School, 
2,617 at Fremd, 2,276 at Coant, 1,746 at 
Schaumburg, and 1,480 at Hoffman Es- 
tates High School About 58 students are 
enrolled in special educational programs 
outside the five schools. 
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Palatine parks 
move step closer 
toward merger

Something will be 
worked out." 


Commissioners agreed that a merger 


would be beneficial since the rural dis- 
trict Is planning development of Its first 
park slto, and could use the expertise of 
the Palatine district staff. 


Rural district residents would have ac- 


cess to park facilities closer to their 
homes although their present estimated 
tax of 23 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation would Increase with a merger, A

the Northwest suburbs, said the council 
has 24 volunteers. 


JUDY SULLIVAN, a representative of 


the Chicago office, characterized land- 
lord-tenant relations and auto dealership 
practices as among the primary con- 
cerns of Northwest suburban residents. 


She indicated that councils in other 


parts of the state have conducted sur- 
veys of doctors, service stations and oth- 
er businesses on behalf of consumer. 


"Consumers really have a lot of pow- 


er," she said. "But they have to learn 
how to use it. The more involved you 
become, the more you find how far Illi- 
nois is behind as compared to other 
states." 


The statewide council system was au- 


thorized about a year ago by Gov. Daniel 
Walker to: 


• Involve direct citizen participation 


between the state and citizens. 


• Advocate state programs and legisla- 


tion geared to protect consumers. 


• Inquire into the activities of Illinois 


businesses.

Utility tax called best way 
to bail out fire district 


by TONI GINNETTI 


A 5 per cent utility tax is the best revenue-generating ve- 


hicle to bring the Hoffman Estates Fire Protection District 
out of debt, most village officials indicated Tuesday. 


The tax, which would charge 5 cents for every $1 paid on 


gas, electric and telephone bills in the village, was proposed 
by Trustee William Cowin Monday, to pay for the debt-ridden 
fire district, which is being annexed by the village. Other 
trustees and village officials indicated Tuesday they will like- 
ly support passage of the tax, which would go into effect Jan. 
1. 


Officials stressed the tax would be created as a temporary 


measure to be removed after the fire district debt is wiped 
out in a few years. Because the tax would be temporary, 
payments would be deductible on federal income tax returns. 


"NO TAX IS palatable to anyone," Village Pres. Virginia 


Hayter said. "But we're talking about picking up red ink and 
not picking up high interest rates. No one enjoys taxing 
people, but this is the easiest tax to remove when it is neces- 
sary to remove it." 


Most trustees Tuesday expressed reluctant approval of the 


proposal, saying the village had little choice but to raise 
funds in some way to take over the fire district. 


"The village has "X" number of dollars coming in and the 


fire department'Is overextended," Trustee Edward Hennessy 
said. "There is nowhere for it to go." Hennessy said the 
village could not assume the fire district's debt with its exist- 
ing funds, prompting the need for the tax. 


"It seemed this would be an equitable way of raising the 


funds," Hennessy added. "I'm always reluctant to put on a 


temporary tax because it becomes difficult to take off," but 
Hennessy said the utility tax would be preferable to an in- 
crease in the real estate tax rate. 


TRUSTEE MELVIN TIMMONS said he also would favor 


the tax. "I guess there are several thoughts on alternative 
plans. This would be the best one, at least the one that we 
thought of at the time." Tlmmons termed the tax the "least 
painful of the taxes under the circumstances, and those are 
that the fire district is apparently in a worse condition that 
we assumed." 


Cowin said Monday the fire district's financial records have 


yet to be examined, but a current debt of about $200,000 exists 
in the approximate $800,000 budget. He" estimated the debt 
could rise as high as $500,000 by the end of the fiscal year. 


The debts were incurred over the last several years when 


the district borrowed money to pay for overexpended budget 
categories, including salaries which account for more than 
half the total annual expenses. 


Efforts by the district to increase its tax revenue failed last 


year when a proposed ambulance tax referendum was de- 
feated by voters. The tax would have allowed up to 25 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation in addition to the district's cur- 
rent tax limit of 54 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


OFFICIALS HAVE NOT estimated how much a typical 


resident would pay toward a utility tax or how much money 
the village could expect to raise. Figures are expected to be 
available Thursday when the judiciary committee takes up 
the question. 


The only other nearby community to impose a utility tax is

Village tax to stay same 


Village real estate taxes for Hoffman Estates residents 


should remain the same next year, according to a tax levy 
ordinance passed by the village board Monday. 


The ordinance projects a tax rate of 77 cents per $100 as- 


sessed valuation, almost equal to the 76.7 cent rate for 1073. 


The village levy is only one of several rates that make up a 


real estate tax bill. Increases or decreases in a homeowner's 
total bill depend on how rates of all taxing bodies change.

High school enrollment increases 9% 


Enrollment in High School Dist. 211 in- 


creased by about 0.4 per cent this year, 
with a total of 10,137 students attending 
five district high schools. Marvin Plate, 
director of research and planning in Dist. 
211 said the student population will con- 
tinue to rise for several years. "We're 
going to ride right up to 1980 on a wave," 
and the district needs to build a sixth 
high school, he said. 


Enrollment increased by 12.7 per cent 


in 1970 when Dist. 211 had 7,203 students 
in its schools. It increased by 9.7 per cent 
in 1971 to 7,901 students, 8.9 per cent in 
1972 to 8,606 students, and 7.7 per cent in 
1973 to 9,269 students. Plate predicts the 
district will continue to gain 800 students 
per year for "quite a number of years." 


DIST. 211 high schools are fed by stu- 


dents from elementary schools in Pala- 
tine and Schaumburg townships. Enroll- 
ment in many Palatine schools has de- 
clined this year, and especially in the 
lower grades. Enrollment in Schaumburg 
schools, while still increasing, is begin- 
ning to grow more slowly. 


The trend in enrollment in Dist. 211 


should be down, says Plate, but "I think 
what has happened is we have proved to 
defy all the trends. We keep growing 
anyway." Plate said "these are facts 
that are going to make it tough to sell 
our bond referendum." 


Dist. 211 has tentatively scheduled a 


bond referendum for October to raise 


funds for a sixth high school and refurb- 
ish the district's five other schools. 
"Growth is guaranteed for at least six 
years," said Plate. 
' 


Two high schools in the Palatine area 


are already crowded. "Palatine is carry- 
ing more than it should and Fremd is 
getting close to its limit. We need num- 
ber six," said Plate. The sixth high 
school is, scheduled to open in Palatine in 
1977. 


Plate said Dist. 211's growth comes 


from two sources. Each year elementary 
schools graduate a larger number of stu- 
dents from eighth grade which means 
the high school enrollment increases. 


The district also received a large num- 


ber of new high school students whose 
families have just moved into the area. 
They "move in and scatter across all 
grades," he said. 


PLATE SAID the referendum would

tates High School. About 58 students are 
enrolled in special educational programs 
outside the five schools.

Lions Park pool closing 
was ordered by county 


Lions Pool in Prospect Heights was' 


closed for four days in late August by 
Cook County Building Department offi- 
cials after a youth Complained of receiv- 
ing a mild electric shock from a defec- 
tive underwater pool light. 


The pool, Camp McDonald Road at 


Elm Street, was closed from Aug. 22 to 
23 after park district officials had been 
warned of the danger in early July, it 
was disclosed at Tuesday night's board 
meeting of the Prospect Heights Park 
District. 


Park Director Ronald Greenberg, who 


was told by pool guards in July of the 
situation, said he instructed pool person- 
nel not to use the lights, because they 
were only "low voltage" and not needed 
anyway. Greenberg nor any other park 
official had the situation corrected until 
the county officials closed the pool. 
Greenberg said the defective 6-volt 
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light took only about a half hour to fix, 
once the pool was closed down. However, 
the pool remained closed over the week- 
end because the county would not recer- 
tify its safety until the following Monday. 


PARK OFFICIALS said the incident in 


which a girl was shocked occurred Aug. 
21, possibly during a rehearsal for a wa- 
ter ballet show. They said the girl was 
not injured but merely felt "a tingle." 


The disclosure of the incident came 


when six pool guards attended Tuesday's 
meeting asking that they be paid for the 
four days the pool was closed. They said 
that since they told Greenberg about the 
faulty light in July, they should not suf- 
fer financially because the situation was 
not corrected then. 


No decision was made on Uie guards' 


request, although an apparently illegal 
executive session on the matter was held 
near the end of the regular meeting. Al- 
though board president Max Lyle would 
not say whether the matter was dis- 
cussed, the unscheduled executive ses- 
sion was called after another board 
member asked Lyle if an executive ses- 
sion should be held to discuss the pool 
guard's request. 


THE HERALD LEARNED from one 


source that pool guards were discussed 
during the executive session. According 
to a legal opinion from Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam J. Scott, executive sessions on per- 
sonnel can only be held to discuss hiring 
and firing and not salaries.

Race track cites inflation, 
high taxes for low profits

Despite total wagering this summer of 


nearly $138 million, Arlington Park Race 
Track may wind up with less than half a 
million dollars net profit, said Track 
Pres. John F. Loome. 


Loome blamed high taxes, inflation 


and back taxes due the State of Illinois 
for cutting into the race track's profits. 
But he still termed 1974's record-break- 
ing Jeason "fantastic." 


•'It shows that the potential is there if 


properly nurtured," be said. 


Betting at Arlington Park was up 21 


per cent this year compared to the race 
track's 1973 meeting, and attendance 
rose is per cent 


In 1973, Arlington Park reported a 


profit of $357,000 on total revenue of 
$14.45 million. Poor racing dates and the 
resulting slack in attendance were 
blamed for last year's poor profit pic- 
ture. 


IN 1960 .by contrast, a net profit of $2.3 


million was recorded on total revenue of 
$19 million.

It also would pay for engineering 
and actual construction of some of the 
projects.

Developer sues 
village over 
zone decision 


The Village of Arlington Heights has 


been sued because of Its May 20 decision 
not to rezone property on the south filclo 
of Central Road between Pine and Had- 
dow from residential to commercial use. 


Filing suit in Circuit Court was Brian 


Properties, Inc., Arlington 
Heights, 


which proposed four colonial-style office 
buildings, to be known as VVllliamsburg 
Court, on tho property. But homeowners 
south of the site vigorously objected to 
the rczonlng petition. 


Harvey Duck, 1013 S. Bclmont. pre- 


sented the village board with a petition 
signed by 80 area homeowners urging 
that the Central Road property not be 
rcclasslfied. 


Also, the village previously had ob- 


jected to rczonlng petitions filed with the 
county zoning board of appeals when the 
property was outside tho village limits. 


Tho trustees voted 6 to 1 against the 


WUllomsburg Court plan, a decision 
Brian Properties is seeking to overturn. 


pay the cost of building two of the larg- 
est projects, Pioneer Park and Ridge- 
Park-Sherwood. 


THREE MORE phases would complete 


the total program. 


The committee's recommendation, 


which now goes to the village board, is 
an alternative to implementing the entire 
flood-control plan at once as proposed in 
a May is referendum that was defeated 
by U7 votes. 


"There wasn't a sufficient consensus 


on the village board to justify a second 
referendum, and I always felt we should 
go into a referendum in an unanimous 
position," Trustee Frank Palmatier, 
flood committee chairman, said in ex- 
plaining why he had abandoned his prior 
position supporting a second referendum 
in favor of phased implementation.

"Don't get me started on it, because I 


just get hot on the subject," said George 
Svetanoff just before he joined the battle 
to halt, if possible, the march of Big 
Brother In Arlington Heights. 


Big Brother, as Svetanoff sees Mm, is 


coming in the guise of a proposed 119- 
unit senior citizens' housing project that 
may go up next door to his house at 204 
W. Wing St. While he is not stepped on, 
the ground still shakes and he lives In 
the shadows. 
1 Although the project, if approved by all 
t h e necessary county and federal 
agencies, would only take up five lots, 
Svetanoff and most of his neighbors feel 
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threatened by its presence and powerless 
to stop it. 


Residents of the 200 blocks of west 


Wing and Miner streets gathered, as one 
of them said "just like a family," to hash 
it out with a variety of village and coun- 
ty officials Tuesday night at village hall. 
Those officials included Village Mgr. L. 
A. Hanson, Village Pres. Ralph Clar- 
bour, Victor Walchirk, of the Cook Coun- 
ty Housing Authority and Jack Pittas of 
the village housing commission. 


"I don't expect any straight answers," 


Svetanoff said before entering the meet- 
ing. "Greed, greed that's all I see in the 
village." 


HE LOOKED stern and game as the 


meeting began. He sat upright on the 
edge of his chair, arms folded across his 
chest. 


Svetanoff is opposed, and he makes no 


bones about it, to the apartment building 
as a next door neighbor. Just about any- 
where else in the village, but not next 
door, he said. 


One of his neighbors, Leo M. Schwarz, 


has his house exactly where the project 
could be built. What is there he can do if 
he doesn't want to move out, Svetanoff 
asked for himself and his neighbor. 


The negotiations are explained to all. 


the residents whereby a price may be 
reached. If no settlement is reached, 
there are the courts and condemnation 
proceedings, they are told. 


But the proposed development has 


drawn some unwelcome visitors to their 


neighborhood, the residents said. Agents 
representing, or so they claim, real es- 
tate companies, or implying connections 
with the project have called and visited 
neighbors urging them to sell. 


"I call that pretty damned rotten in 


plain English," Svetanoff told the. offi- 
cials. 


But underlying considerations of the

"YOU TALK about the value of com- 


mercial area, what about residential — 
our home," said Svetanoff. 


If the decision had been made to go to 


his property, Svetanoff said he wouldn't 
sell because there isn't a price on his 
home. 


"I've lived in this village all my 


life... I've lived in that house 30 
years," he said, and his wife added they 
built it themselves "with our own two 
hands." 


The meeting was held, Clarbour said, 


to keep the people informed and the 
doors open for communications. 


Hanson told the-residents that his of- 


fice is "open 8 to 5, five days a week." 
But he had reminded them, "This site is 
.•eligible for multiple (family housing) pe- 
riod — whether it's elderly or not." 


. 'SCHWARZ SAT quietly throughout 
most of the meeting while voices were 
raised.

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Incorporation 
foes get chance 
to tell objections 


Villages and Individuals who oppose 


the Incorporation of the City of Prospect 
Heights will have a chance to spell out 
their objections, a Circuit Court judge 
ruled Tuesday. 


However, the judge also ruled that 


the Incorporation-sponsoring Prospect 
Heights Improvement Assn. will be able 
to change Its incorporation petition to ex- 
clude streets that the objecting villages 
prove arc within their municipal service 
areas. 


Judge Harry Comcrford made his rul- 


ings after hearing arguments from P1IIA 
attorney Donald Krcgcr, who said the 
villages waived their rights to spell out 
objections when they allowed Krcgcr to 
begin his case In favor of holding an In- 
corporation referendum.

ami Arlington Heights Atty. Jack Sicgcl 
argued that other motions already on file 
In the case Indicated the villages would 
Ix? able to object not only to specific 
areas Included 
within the proposed 


boundaries but also to the entire concept 
of a referendum to Incorporate the city. 


TUESDAY'S count session Included 


brief testimony from PHIA President 
Jack Gilllgan. He said ho found only one 
name on the Incorporation petition which 


he could not verify as a registered voter, 
using county records. Gilllgan was on the 
witness stand when the case was contin- 
ued last May. 


The judge reserved a ruling on-wheth- 


er to admit Into evidence a map pre- 
pared by the U.S. Census Bureau which 
Indicated the population of the proposed 
city Is more than 10,600. Comcrford said 
he would study the mop before ruling be- 
cause several of the objecting village at- 
torneys said the map was ambiguous and 
was not really a public record.

The Arlington Heights Village Board 


has turned down a request for a special- 
use permit that would have allowed a 
small law firm to move Its offices Into a 
house at 300 W. Palatine Rd. 


Attorney John L. Colmar asked for the 


special use permit for the property which 
he owns. Other property owners In the 
vicinity objected strongly to using the 
house for a professional office., 


Colmar. attorney for Rolling Green 


Country Club, told the village board he 
had made substantial Improvements to 
the house which, he said, formerly was 
"a disgrace to the community." 


He said he had cleared debris and 


dead trees from the property, repaired 
the roof and foundation. Installed air con- 
ditioning and was planning to paint the 
house. 


HE SAID A maximum of six persons, 


three attorneys and three secretaries, 
would use the house and that the only 
sign for the firm would be a one-foot* 
square brass plate on the building. 


However, the homeowners' objections 


held sway and the village board voted 
uonlmously to deny the special use per- 
mit. In addition to neighboring property 
owners, representatives of the Near 
North, Grccnbrier and Sherwood home- 
owners associations also said they were 
opposed to the precedent of permitting 
law offices In a single-family dwelling. 


One man, Douglas Curtis, 404 W. Pala- 


tine Rd., who spoke in favor of the pro- 
posed law office, may have put his own 
house-headquartered business in jeop- 
ardy. Curtis told the village board he has 
been operating a Johnson products dis- 
tributorship from his home for the past 
SHt years, and that he doubted his neigh- 
bors even knew It. 


Curtis, whose house is in unincorpo- 


rated Cook County, may now get a cita- 
tion from the county zoning officials as a 
result of his testimony, since several Ar- 
lington Heights trustees said they re- 
garded the business practice to be ille- 
gal.

Council of the consumer advocate's of- 


fice In Schauraburg. Although the meet- 
Ing was open to volunteers and the gen- 
eral public, only two persons attended. 
Irene Petke, chairman of the local coun- 
cil, which serves 12 townships Including 
the Northwest suburbs, said the council 
has 24 volunteers. 


JUDY SULLIVAN, a representative of 


the Chicago office, characterized land- 
lord-tenant relations and auto dealership 
practices as among the primary con- 
cerns of Northwest suburban residents. 


She indicated that councils in other 


parts of the state have conducted sur- 
veys of doctors, service stations and oth- 
er businesses on behalf of consumer. 


"Consumers really have a lot of pow- 


er," she said. "But they have to learn 
how to use it. The more involved you 
become, the more you find how far Illi- 
nois is behind as compared to other 
states."

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In Hal ion whittles race track proms 
hospital speed

Despite total wagering this summer of 


nearly $138 million, Arlington Park Race 
Track may wind up with less than half a 
million dollars net profit, said Track 
Prcs. John F. Loomc. 


Loomc blamed high taxes, Inflation 


and back taxes due the State of Illinois 
for cutting Into the race track's profits. 
But he still termed 1074's record-break- 
ing reason "fantastic." 


"It shows that the potential is there if 


properly nurtured," ho said. 


Betting at Arlington Park was up 21 


per cent this year compared to the race 
track's 1073 meeting, and attendance 
rose to per cent. 


In 1973, Arlington Park reported a 


profit of $357,000 on total revenue of 
$14.45 million. Poor racing dates and the 
resulting slack 
In attendance were 


blamed for last year's poor profit pic- 
ture. 


IN lOKa .by contrast, a net profit of $2.3 


million was recorded on total revenue of 
$19 million. 


In addition to taxes on this year's pad- 


mutuel betting, Madison Square Garden 
Corp., which owns Arlington Park, has a 
$5.6 million debt to the state, built up 
during the years 1966 to 1071. 


Madison Square Garden has agreed to 


pay $1 million a year for the next five 
years, plus Interest. 


The settlcmtn grew out of a lawsuit 


filed by Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott, 
charging that Chicago Thoroughbred En- 
terprises (CTE), controlled for some of 
that time by Marjorie Lindheimer Ever- 
ett, had underpaid its parimutuel tax by 
setting up two corporations at Arlington, 
and paying taxes separately on the pari- 
mutuel handle of each. 


The state tax on parimutuel betting in- 


creases sharply as the total number of 
dollars wagered goes up CTE was able to 
save millions in taxes by splitting Its rac- 
ing season into two separate meets, Scott 
charged.

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School rolls down slightly 


Enrollment In Prospect Heights School 


Dlst. 23 Is down by 57 students for the 
1974-75 school year. 


The district has 1,696 students enrolled 


this year as compared to 1,753 last year. 


Supt. Edward Grodsky said he antici- 


pates the district will only have 20 to 30 
fewer students over-all this year. He said 
there arc several developments that will 


be finished during the school year that 
will add students to the district. 


Last year the district had 37 more stu- 


dents than during the 1072-73 school year. 
Grodsky said the district has been "run- 
ning up and down over the past 4 to 5 
years." He said he expects a similar pat- 
tern to continue for the next several 
years as part of the district stabilizes 
and other parts continue to develop. 
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
